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PREFATORY NOTE 


This volume ineludes the Journals of the Continental 
Congress in its two sessions of 1775, transeribed from the 
original reeord of the Secretary, Charles Thomson, and 
illustrated by such historical material from other sources 
as was indieated in the prefatory note to the Journal of 
1774. Many of the reports, petitions and memorials laid 
before this Congress, and referred to in the Journals, 
have been lost or separated from the Papers of the Con- 
tinental Congress; the letter book of the President of the 
Congress and the letters received from many of the Gen- 
evals of its armies, are not all to be found; and the skel- 
eton record given by the Journals is often insufficient to 
give so much as a elue to their contents. The larger 
number of the surviving papers are printed in Peter 
Foree’s ‘*‘ American Arehives,’’ and it is safe to assume 
that if he did not include a letter or report in that monu- 
mental compilation, it was not to be found in the Papers 
of the Continental Congress in hisday. The segregation 
of the larger collections of historical manuseripts in the 
Library of Congress has greatly faeilitated the task of 
making this issue of the Journals more complete, and the 
Washington and Jefferson manuscripts have supplied 
matter of high historieal intevest. 

Among the more important documents inserted under 
their proper dates in this volume may be named Frank - 
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lin’s ‘‘ Proposed Articles of Confederation;’’ the same 
member’s proposal to throw open the ports to a free trade, 
with John Jay’s report on trade, and Charles Thomson’s 
minutes of the aetion of Congress on the trade resolves; 
the Instruetions prepared for General Washington, and 
Jefferson’s memorandum on unfinished business; the 
resolutions on salt-petre (July 28), whieh were not 
entered in the manuseript Journal, or printed in any of 
the editions of the Journal, but were found in the pam- 
phlet on methods of making salt-petre, issued by order of 
Congress; Willing’s report on necessaries for the army; 
Diekinson’s draft of the ‘' Declaration to the Army,” and 
the two drafts of Jefferson’s frame of the same paper. 
Comparison with the known editions of the Journal will 
show hardly a page that has not undergone important 
modifications of fact as well as of language. To complete 
the record of this session John Adams’s notes of the 
debates have been added taken from the second volume 
of his writings. Although bref and fragmentary, they 
throw mueh light upon the subjeet under diseussion and 
the manner of condueting the debates. The bibhograph- 
ical notes are intended to cover the issues made under the 
direction or by order of the Congress. 

Beginning with September 5, 1775, there is a seeond 
copy of the manuseript Journal, an edited transeript made 
by Charles Thomson, or his assistants from the original 
record. This transcript, of which all but a few sheets 
was written by Thomson, is eontained in ten volumes, 
and terminates with the entry for Wednesday, January 
20,1779. It was made the basis of the printed Journals, 
and bears evidence of being the copy that passed throngh 
the various editing committees appointed from time to 
time for preparing the Journals for the press. The word- 
ing and text are, in general, those of the printed Jonrnals, 
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certain paragraphs being omitted. On the fly leaf of the 
first volume is written the following: 

N. B.—The passages and resolutions which in this and the follow- 
ing books are crossed were all passed by Congress; But a com[{mittee] 
having been appointed to revise the Journals for publication; such 
parts as the house determined, on the report of their com[mittee] 
should not be published, were ordered to be crossed or marked so as 
not to be transeribed for publication. As the crossing defaced the 
minutes another mark was introduced, whieh was by dots in the 
margin.

It would be neither convenient nor necessary to attempt 
to give all the variations in the two series of Journals. 
The double entries would only eonfuse, and the entries 
in the original Journal were full and suffered no editing 
or excision. 

It is to be understood that the text of this reissue is that 
of the original Journals; any marked difference is noted 
by the insertion of parallels, thus, || |, which inelude 
matter taken from the ‘‘ Corrected Journal,” not appear- 
ing in the original Journals. Should the reader still 
entertain a doubt, any one of the earlier printed editions 
of the Journals may be consulted, as they followed the 
text of this ‘‘ Corrected Journal.” 

No suggestion of a removal from Philadelphia to a plaee 
nearer the eenter of disturbance, Boston, is found on the 
Journals or in the Papers of the Continental Congress. 
Yet it is known that such an idea was entertained and 
discussed almost from the first assembling of the Con- 
gress, aud before it was fully organized for business. On 
May 21,1775, Deane could write. °“'I mentioned adjourn- 
ing to Hartford, but no motion has as yet been stirred or 
made public on the subjeet, and all is uneertainty.’’ 
Three days later he added, ‘Our discourse about adjourn- 
ing is somewhat abated: but the heat of the summer 
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again brought forward a plan for a Committee to sit at 
Hartford or elsewhere near the scene of action, during 
the adjournment of Congress, and for the reassembling 
of Congress at the place chosen. Deane, on June 16, 
returns to the subjeet in a manner expressive of its 
increased importance. ‘‘Mr. Lynch of South Carolina, 
desires me this day to engage him lodgings for hnnself, 
lady and daughter, near Hartford, conditionally. . . . 
The members talk more and more every day of a removal 
to Conneetieut. . . . Probable it is to me, and I think 
it neeessary, and shall in due time move it, that a part of 
the Congress remove to Hartford, as a Committee of the 
Whole, to direet and superintend the movements.” No 
decision was reached before the adjournment, and while 
the matter of adjourning to Hartford or Albany was 
again mentioned late in September, the removal was not 
seriously discussed.

1The Assembly of New York had, in February, discountenanced the measures of 
the first Continental Congress, and refused to send delegates to the second Congress. 
It prepared a Petition to the King, a Memorial to the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and a Representation and Remonstrance to the Commons of Great-Britain in Parlia- 
ment assembled. The three papers were dated March 25, 1775, and were signed by 
John Cruger, Speaker. Copies are in the Papers of the Continental Congress, No. 75, 
folios 121-152. The paper on which they are written has the water-mark of J. 
Whatman & Co., save the outside sheet which has a water-mark ‘‘Liberty and 
Prudence.”’ 

The ‘Town and Country Magazine’’ for 1775 has the following: 

“May 15th, 1775. M' [Edmund] Burke produced and read in his place a Remon- 
strance to the Parliament of Great Britain from the General Assembly of New York; 
he then moved for Leave to bring it up to the Table, and the Question being put by 
the Speaker, that this Remonstrance be now brought up, Lord North paved the way 
for getting rid of the main Question by moving an amendment; that the Words 
‘which is derogatory to the Supreme Authority of the British Parliament’ be added, 

‘Upon which a short Debate ensued, the House divided, forthe Amendment 186, 
against it 67. Of course the main Question was lost.” 

The Duke of Manchester presented the Memorial in the House of Lords, where 
after a long debate, it was rejected. No answer to the Petition was given by the 
King. 

Henry Cruger, writing to his son, Henry Cruger jr. on April 4, said: ‘‘ The Assem- 
bly is adjourned for a month to prevent the troublesome party from endeavouring 
to consider the proceedings of the Continental Congress.’’

Our last letter informed you, that the king had deelared his inten- 
tions ot laying the petition before his two houses of parliament. lt 
has accordingly been hid before each house, but undistinguished 
among a variety of letters and other papers from America. 

A motion made by lord Chatham, to withdraw the troops from 
Boston, as the first step towards a conciliating plan, was rejected; and 
the ministry have deelared in both houses the determination to inforce 
obedience to all the late laws. For this purpose, we understand, that 
three regiments of foot, one of dragoons, seven hundred marines, six 
sloops of war, and two frigates, nre now under orders for America. 

We think it proper to inform yon, that your eause was well 
defended by a considerable nnmber of good and wise men in both 
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houses of parliament, though far from being a majority: and that 
many of the commercial and manufacturing parts of the nation, con- 
cerued in the American trade, have presented, or, as we understand, 
are preparing to present, petitions to parliament, deelaring their great 
concern, for the present unhappy controversies with America, and 
praying expressly, or in effect, for healing measures, us the proper 
means of preserving their commerce, now greatly suffering or endan- 
gered. But the treatment the petitions, already presented, have hith- 
erto received, is such, as, in our opinion, can afford you no reliance 
on the present relief through their means. 

As soon as we learnt that the petition of the Congress was before 
the house of commons, we thought it onr duty to support it, if we 
might be permitted so to do, as there was no other opportunity for 
the numerous inhabitants of the colonies to be heard in defence of 
their rights: accordingly, we joined ina petition for that purpose. 
Sir George Saville kindly undertook to present it. But, on previously 
opening the purport of it, as the order is, a debate arose on the pro- 
priety of receiving it, and on a division, it was rejected by a grent 
majority. 

The following extract of a letter from general Gage to lord Dart- 
mouth, as laid before parliament, we think it our duty to transmit, viz. 

“Dee. 15, 1774. Your lordship’s idea of disarming certain prov- 
inces, would doubtless be eonsistent with prudence and safety, but it 
neither is, nor has been practicable, without having recourse to force, 
and being masters of the country.” 

It was thrown out in debate by a principal member of ndministra- 
tion, that it would be proper to alter the churters of Connecticut and 
Rhode-łsland. 

Inclosed, we send you a copy of the resolutions passed in a com- 
mìttee ot the whole house, on Thursday last, which are to be reported 
on Monday. It is said that these resolutions ure to be the foundation 
of several bills to be brought in, but the purport of those bills we 
have not yet learnt with sutlicient certainty. 

We send you likewise, a copy of lord Chathwun’s tirst motion in 
the honse of lords, and of his plan of a bill for settling the troubles 
hetween Great-Britain and the colonies; both which were rejected on 
the trst rending.

The Congress of this colony, impressed with the deepest Concern 
for their Country, under the present critical and alarming state of its 
public Affiurs, beg leave, with the most respectful submission, whilst 
acting in support of the Cause of America, to request the direction 
and assistanee of your respeetable Assembly. 

The inelosed Packet, contaming Copies of the Depositions, which we 
have despatched for London, also an Address to the Inhabitants of 
Great Britain, and a Letter to our Colony Agent, Benjamin Franklin, 
Esq! are humbly submitted to your Consideration. 

The sanguinary Zeal of the ministerial Army, to ruin and destroy 
the Inhabitants of this Colony, in the Opinion of this Congress, hath 
rendered the Establishment of an Army indispensably necessary. We 
have accordingly passed an wrand@mous Resolve for thirteen thousand 
six hundred Men, to be forthwith raised by this Colony; and propo- 
sals are made by us to the Congress of New Hampshire, and Govern- 
ments of Rhode Island and Connecticnt Colonies, for furnishing men 
in the same proportion. The sndden Exigeney of our publie Affairs, 
precluded the possibility of waiting for your direction in these 
important measures; more espeeially, as a considerable Reinforcement 
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from Great Britain is daily expected in this Colony, and we are now 
reduced to the sad alternative of defending ourselves by arms, or sub- 
untting to be slaughtered. 

With the greatest deference, we beg leave to suggest, that a power- 
ful Army, on the side of Ameriea, hath been consider’d, by this Con- 
gress, as the only mean left tostem the rapid Progress of a tyrannieal 
Ministry. Without a force, superior to onr Enemies, we must reason- 
ably expect to heeome the Victims of their relentless fury: With such 
a force, we may still have hopes of seeing an immediate End put to 
the inhuman Ravages of mercenary Troops in America, and the 
wicked authors of our Miseries, brought to condign punishment, by 
the just Indignation of our Brethren in Great Britain. 

We hope that this Colony will, at all Times, be ready to spend and 
be spent in the Cause of America. It is, nevertheless, a Misfortnne 
greatly operating to its Disadvantage, that it has a great Number of 
Sea Port Towns, exposed to the approach of the Enemy by Sea; from 
many of which, the Inhabitants have removed, and are now removing 
their Families and Effects, to avoid Destruction from Ships of War: 
These, we apprehend, will be generally distressed from want of sub- 
sistenee, and disabled from contributing Aid for supporting the Forees 
of the Colony; but we have the greatest Confidence in the wisdom and 
ability of the Continent to support us, so fur as it shall appear neces- 
sary for supporting the common cause of the American Colonies. 

We also inclose several Resolves for impowering and direeting our 
Receiver General to borrow the Sum of one hundred thousand Pounds, 
Lawful Money, and to issne his Notes for the same; it being the ouly 
measure, which we con’d have recourse to, for supporting our Forces; 
And we request your assistance in reudring our measures effeetual, by 
giving our Notes u currency throngh the Continent.

'On April 22d. the Massachusetts Congress appointed a committee to collect testi- 
mony on the conduct of the British troops in their route to Concord, to be sent to 
England by the first ship from Salem. Mr. Gerry, Colonel Cushing, Colonel Barrett, 
Captain Stone, Dr. Taylor, Messrs. Sullivan, Freeman and Watson, and Esquire 
Jonas Dix constituted this committee; and on the 23d, Gerry and Cushing were 
joined with Dr. Chureh to draw up an account of the ‘‘massacre’’ of the 19th. The 
report and narrative were submitted on the 26th, and a number of seribes named to 
inake duplicate copies. One set was entrusted to Captain Riehard Derby, who was 
to hasten to London and deliver them to Franklin. On May 2d, Gerry, Warren, 
Dexter, Col. Warren and Gerrish were ordered to send a second set to the Southern 
colonies, to be transmitted to London, and a third set to the Continental Congress. 
The copies sent to the Cougress are in Papers of the Continental Congress, No. 65, 
vol. I, folios 11-51.

Instant, under the Orders of General Gage, ] embarked with 
the Light infantry and Grenadiers of the Line, commanded by Colonel 
Smith, and landed on the Marshes of Cambridge, from whenee we 
proeeeded to Lexington; On our arrival at that place, we saw a Body 
of provincial Troops armed, to the Number of about sixty or seventy 
Men; on our Approaeh, they dispersed, and soon after firing began, 
but which party fired first, | cannot exactly say,as our Troops rusli'd 
on shonting, and huzzaing, previous to the firing, which was continued 
by our ‘Troops, so long as any of the provincials were to be seen. 
From thence we marched to Concord. Ona Hill near the Entrance 
of the Town, we saw another Body of provincials assembled; the light 
Infantry Companies were ordered up the Hill to disperse them; on 
our approach, they retreated towards Concord; the Grenadiers con- 
tinued the Road under the Hill towards the Town.

To the Inhabitants of Great Britain. 

FRIENDS AND FELLOW SUBJECTS, 

Hostilities are at length vommenced in this Colony by the Troops 
under the Command of General Gage, and It being of the greatest 
Importance, thatan early, true, and anthentic Account of this inhuman 
proceeding should be known to you, the Congress of this Colony have 
transmitted the same, and from Want of a Session of the hon’ conti- 
nental Congress, think it proper to address you on this alarming 
Occasion. 

By the clearest Depositions, relative to this Transaction, It will 
nppear that, on the Night preceding the nineteenth of April instant, a 
Body of the King’s Troops, under the Command of Colonel Smith, 
were secretly landed at Cambridge, with an apparent Design to take 
or destroy the military and other stores, provided for the Defence of 
this Colony, and deposited at Concord: that some Inhabitants of the 
Colony, on the Night aforesaid, whilst travelling peaceably onthe Road 
between Boston and Coneord, were seized and greatly abused by armed 
Men. who appeared to be Officers of General Gage’s army: that the 
Town of Lexington, by these Means, wns alarmed, and a Company of 
the Inhabitants mustered on the Oceasion: that the regular Troops. on 
their Way to Concord, inarched into the said Town of Lexington, and 
the said Company, on their Approach, began to disperse: that, not- 
withstanding this, the Regulars rushed on with great Violence: and 
first began Hostilities, by tiring on said Lexington Company, whereby 
they killed eight and wounded several others: that the regulars con- 
tinued their Fire, untill those of said Company, who were neither 
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killed nor wounded, had made their Escape: that Col? Smith, with 
the Detachment, then marched to Concord, where a Number of pro- 
vincials were again fired on by the Troops, two of them killed and 
several wounded, before the provincials fired on them: and that these 
hostile Measures of the Troops, produced an Engagement that lasted 
thro’ the Day, in which many of the provincials, und more of the reg- 
ular Troops, were killed and wounded. 

To give a particular Account of the Ravages of the Troops, as 
they retreated from Coneord to Charlestown, would be very difficult, 
if not impracticable. Let it suffice to say, that a great Number of the 
Houses on the road were plundered, and rendered unfit for Use; sev- 
eral were burnt; Women in child bed were driven, by the Soldiery, 
naked into the Streets: old Men, peaceably in their Houses, were 
shot dead; und such Scenes exhibited as would disgrace the annals of 
the most uncivilized Nation. 

These, Brethren, are Marks of ministerial Vengeance against this 
Colony, for refusing, with her Sister Colonies, a Submission to Slavery: 
hut they have not yet detached us from our roval Sovereign. We pro- 
fess to be his loyal and dutiful Subjects, and so hardly dealt with as 
we have been, are still ready, with our Lives and Fortunes, to defend 
his person, Family, Crown, and Dignity, Nevertheless, to the per- 
secution and Tyranny of his eruet Ministry, we will not tamely sub- 
mit. Appealing to Heaven for the Justice of our Cituse, we deter- 
mine to die or he free. 

We cannot think that the Honour, Wisdom, und Valour of Britons, 
will sutfer them to be longer inactive Spectators of Measures, in which 
they themselves are so deeply interested: Measures pursued in Oppo- 
sition to the solemn protests of many noble Lords, and [the] express’ 
seuse of conspicuous Commoners, whose Knowledge and Virtue have 
long characterized them as some of the greatest Men in the Nation: 
Measures executing contrary to the Interest, Petitions and Resolves 
of many large, respectable and opulent Counties, Cities and Boroughs 
in (reat Britain: Measures highly incompatible with Justice, but still 
pursued with a specious pretence of easing the Nation of its Burthens: 
Measures which, if successful, must end in the ruin and Slavery of 

britain, as well us the persecuted Americun Colonies. 

We sincerely hope, that the great Sovereign of the Universe, who

The Address of the Inhabitants of the Parish of St. Johns, in the 
Province of Georgia. 
GENTLEMEN, 

To give a particular Detail of our many Struggles in the Cause of 
Liberty, the many Meetings thereby occasioned and held in this Parish, 
the Endeavours we have used to induce the rest of this Province to 
concur with us, the Attendance of our Committee on the Provincial! 
Congresses, held at Savannah, in this Province, nnd particularly that 
of the 18th of January last, with their Proceedings, and the Reasons 
of our Dissent from them, we think would be tedious to you; and there- 
fore send a smnmary Abstract; which, with the Account, that may be 
given by Lyman Hall, Esq! appointed a Delegate to represent and act 
for this Parish in the General Continental Congress, to be held on May 
next, and the Testimonies of the honourable Delegates from South 
Carolina, we hope will be satistactory. 

Immediately upon our being honoured with an Answer to the 
Representation of our Case transmitted to the Honourable Congress, 
which sat at Philadelphia last Year, with a Copy of the Association 
there entered into, we had a Meeting, and our Proceedings then and 
since that Time, will, in Brief, appear from the following Abstracts 
of an Address from this Parish to the Committee of Correspondence 
in Charles ‘Town, South Carolina, which is as follows: 

** GENTLEMEN, 

‘“‘}Terewith will be communicated to you, the several Steps taken 
hy this Parish in their Endeavours to conform, as near as possible, to 
the Resolutions entered into by the other Colonies: and the particular 
Measures now adopted, for carrying into Execution the Continental 
Association, —which we embraced the earliest Opportunity of aceed- 
ing to, by subscribing it; on Condition that Trade and Commerce with 
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the other Colonies be continued to us the Subscribers; and thereupon, 
should have immediately sent to you for your Approbation and Indul- 
gence, but were delayed by a Summons to attend a Provincial Con- 
gress in Savannah, on the 18th of January last, for the Purpose, as 
we understood, of a General Association with the other Colonies, and 
chnsing Delegates: At which Time and Place we attended; and 
acquainted the other Parishes, assembled on that Occasion, that we 
had already acceded to the General Association, on condition as above- 
mentioned, and earnestly requested them to do the same. Had they 
neceded fully to the General Association, we should have had no 
Oceasion to trouble you with this Address; but, as they did not, we 
now apply to yon. to admit us, fhe Subscribers, to an Alliance with 
vou, requesting that you will allow Trade and Commerce to be con- 
tinned to us, the same to be conducted nnder such Regulations and 
Restrictions, as shall be consistent with the Continental Association, 
and which, on our Part, we engage, with all possible Care, to keep 
inviolate. As we of this Parish are a Body detached from the Rest 
(i.e. of this Province) by our Resolutions, and sufficiently distinct by 
local Sitnation, large enough for particular Notice, adjoining a par- 
ticular Port, and in that Respect, capable of conforming to the Gen- 
eval Association, if connected with yon, with the same Fidelity as a 
distant. Parish of your own Province; we must be considered, as com- 
prehended within the Spirit and equitable Meaning of the Continental 
Association, and hope you will not contemn the Innocent with the Guilty, 
especially when a due Separation is made between them. 

“Give us Leave to add only, that we wait your Answer, shall be 
glad of vour Advice, und are with Esteem, 

“Gentlemen, your &c.”

To which we received the following Answer: 
** GENTLEMEN, 

“ Your Letter, accompanying sundry Papers, having been laid before. 
a very full Committee of this Colony, and undergone the most mature 
Deliberation, I am, by their Desire, to acquaint you, that they have 
the highest Sense of your arduous Struggles in Favour of the com- 
mon Cause of America; and most sincerely lament your present 
unhappy Situation; But would recommend a Continuance of your 
laudable Exertions, and the laying a State of your Case before the 
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ensuing Continental Congress, as the only Means of obtaining Relief, 
and to put you in the Situation you wish, which this Committee appre- 
hend to be entirely ont of their Power to do; as it is their Opinion, 
that the Parish of St. John, being a Part of the Colony of Georgia 
(which, by not acceding to, has violated the Continental Association) 
falls under the 14th Article of the said Association, no Part of which 
any Committee can presume to do nway, Ge. &e.” 

Upon the Receipt of this Answer, it was seriously considered in 
what Manner to conduct in the present Situation; and proposed, 
whether we should immediately break off all Connexion and Com- 
meree with Savannah, and all other Inhabitants of this province, who 
have not fully acceded to the Continental Association. 

lt was considered, that as we were denied Commerce with any 
other Colony, and but one Merchant among us considerable for dry 
Goods, had signed our Association, and he insufficient for a present 
Supply, and we utterly unable at Present to procure Materials or 
Manufactures for Cloathing among ourselves, we must, by snch a Res- 
olution, become extreamly miserable; it was therefore concluded, that 
till we could obtain Trade and Couimerce with some other Colony, it 
is absolutely necessary to continue it in some Respects with our own, 
und determined that it he carryed on under the following Regulations: 

I* That None of us shall directly or indirectly purchase any Slave 
imported at Savannah, (large Numbers of which we understand are 
there expected,) till the Sense of the Congress shall be made known 
to us. 

Il'¥ That we will not trade at all with any Merchant at Savannah, or 
elsewhere, that will not join in our Associating Agreement, otherwise 
than under the Inspection of a Committee, for that Purpose appointed, 
and for such Things only as they shall judge necessary, and when they 
shall think there are necessary Reasons for so doing. 

A Committee was then nominated, and appointed to sit Weekly on 
Thursdays, for the Purposes aforesatd. 

It was then resolved, that a Delegate be sent from this Parish to 
the Congress, to be held at Philadelphia, in May next, and that Tnes- 
day, the 21st of March, he nppointed for chusing one. 

On the said 21st of March, at a full Meeting, Lyman Pall Esq? was 
unanimously chosen, to represent and act for the Inhabitants of this 
Parish, as a Delegate at the General Congress, to be had in Philadel- 
phia, in May next, who are determined faithfully to adhere to, and

Grievances be obtained before that Time: And whereas this Assembly haying the 
greatest Regard to the Reeommendation aforesaid, and being determined to co-oper- 
ate with the other Colonies in every proper Measure for obtaining a Redress of the 
Grievances, and establishing the Rights and Liberties of all the Colonies upon an 
equitable and permanent Foundation have unanimously chosen and appointed the 
Honble Stephen Hopkins Esq’ and the Nonble Samuel Ward Esq’ Delegates to rep- 
resent this Colony: It is therefore unanimously Voted and Resolved, 

First, That the said Stephen Hopkins and Samuel Ward Esqrs. be and they are 
hereby fully authorized and empowered to represent this Colony in a general Con- 
gress of Delegates or Representatives of the several Colonies to be holden at the 
Time and Place above mentioned or at such other Time and Place as shall be agreed 
upon by the major Part of the Committees from the several Colonies. 

Second, That they be and hereby are fully anthorized and empowered to consult 
and advise with the Representatives of the other Colonies and in Cenjunetion with 
them or the major Part of them to enter into and adopt in Behalf of this Colony all 
reasonable lawful and proper Measures for the Support Defence Protection and 
Security of the Rights Liberties and Privileges both eivil and religious of all the said 
Colonies or any of them. 

Third, That they be and hereby are, authorized and empowered to adjonrn from 
Time to Time and at any Time within the Space of One Year to be computed from 
the said Tenth Day of May next, and at any Place which they shall think proper. 

Fourthly, That they be and hereby are directed to endeavour to procure a regular 
annual Convention of Delegates or Representatives from all the Colonies to be 
holden at such Time and Place as shall be by the Delegates agreed upon for the Pro- 
motion and Establishment of the Peace Welfare and Security of the said Colonies.

come to certain resolutions respeeting New York, which 
he was desired to report, but not having gone through 
the rest of the business referred to them, the committee 
desired him to move for leave to sit again. The resolu- 
tions bemg severally read and agreed to are as follows: 

1. Resolved, that a post be immediately taken and for- 
tifyed at or near King’s bridge in the colony of New York, 
that the ground be chosen with a particnlar view to pre- 
vent the communication between the city of New York 
and the country from being interrnpted by land. 
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2. Resolved, that a post be also taken in the highlands 
on eaeh side of Hudson’s River and batteries ereeted in 
such manner as will most effeetually prevent any vessels 
passing that may be sent to harrass the inhabitants on 
the borders of said river; and that experienced persons 
be immediately sent to examine said river in order to dis- 
cover where it will be most adviseable and proper to 
obstruct the navigation. 

3. [Resolved,] That the militia of New York be armed 
and trained and in constant readiness to aet at a moments 
warning; and that a number of men be immediately 
Embodied and Kept in that city and so disposed of as to 
give protection to the inhabitants in case any insult 
should be offered by the troops, that may land there, and 
to prevent any attempts that may be made to gain pos- 
session of the city and interrupt its intereonrse with the 
country. 

4. [Resolved,} That it be left to the provineial congress 
of New York to determine the number of men sufficient 
to oceupy the several posts above mentioned, and also 
that already recommended to be taken at or near lake 
George, as well as to guard the City, provided the whole 
do not exceed the number of three thonsand men, to be 
commanded by such officers as shall be thereunto ap- 
pointed by said provineial congress; and to be governed 
by sueh mles and regulations as shall be established by sê 
Congress until farther order is taken by this Congress;

'On the last day of September, 1774, writs were issued for a new election. The 
action was unexpected, and is believed to have been taken in order that the petition 
and other papers of the American Congress might not be received in a Parliament 
which, however favorable to the existing ministry, might be made even stronger in 
its interest. The King and Lord North took the keenest interest in the elections for 
the new Parliament, and the system of election admitted of such manipulation as to 
eusure a majority in favor of the government.

e new Parliament. assembled November 30, 1774, and the King's speech spoke 
of the continued daring spirit of resistance to the laws in Ameriea, whieh in Massa- 
chusetts > had broken forth in fresh violences of a very criminal nature, and was 
countenaneed and encouraged in other colonies. He declared his resolulion to 
Withstand every attempt to weaken or impair the supreme authority of the legisla- 
ture over all his dominions, the maintenance of which he considered essential to the 
dignity, safety and welfare of the empire. It was at this time that Franklin wrote 
an “intended speech ” for the opening of the Parliament (Nation, 9 Febrnary, 1899). 
The address favorable to the Ministry was earried in both houses, and the Parliament 
adjourned on _ 19, to reassemble on January 19, 1775, when the Papers 
relating to the ‘ rhances in North Ameriea’’? were laid before the House, 
by his Majesty’s command, and referred to the consideration of a committee of the 
whole TTouse on January 26. In the Lords the papers were received on January 20, 
and on the next day, Lord Chatham, without having consulted any of his party or 
follower, made his motion for withdrawing the troops from Boston. The motion was

thrown out by a vote of 68 to 18, and early in February the bill for restraining the 
trade and commeree of the New England colonics was laid before the louse, and 
three Major-Generals had been selected to be sent to America. The Petition of Con- 
gress to the King had received no notice except to be included in the mass of papers 
sent to Parliament, aud the well intentioned efforts ta obtain from Franklin some 
definite propositions of compromise and his personal aid in urging them upon the 
Yolonies had produced no results. 

Two days after Parliament had assembled, on January 21, the King’s Cabinet had 
met at the house of the Earl of Sandwich, with the following members present: the 
Lord Chancellor; the Lord President, the Earlsof Sandwich, Dartmouth, Suffolk, Roch- 
ford and Lord North. It was agreed ‘that an address be proposed to the two ]Tonses 
of Parliament to declare that if the Colonies shall make suflicient and permanent pro- 
vision for the support of the civil government and administration of justice, and for the 
defence and proteetion of the said Colonies, and in time of war contribute extraordi- 
nary supplies in a reasonable proportion to what is raised by Great Britain, we will 
in that case desist from the exercise of the power of taxation, except for commercial 
purposes only, and that whenevera proposition of this kind shall be made by any of 
the Colonies we will enter into the consideration of proper laws for that purpose, and 
in the mean while to entreat his Majesty to take the most effectual methods to enforce 
due obedience to the laws and authority of the supreme legislature of Great Britain.” 
Minute of Meeting in Dartmouth Manuscripts. This is the first form of what came to 
be known as Lord North’s motion of reconciliation, adopted by Parlianent on Feb- 
ruary 20. Before that date Chatham had submitted his plan of reconciliation to the 
Lords (February 1), and while it contained some features embodied in the Cabinet 
mintite, it contained others that led to its rejection.  Frauklin’s criticism on Lord 
North’s motion are in his Writings (Bigelow), V. 524.

The report from the committee being read, the Con- 
gress came into the following Resolutions: 

Resolved unanimously, 1, That his Majesty’s most faith- 
ful subjeets, in these colonies, are reduced to a dangerous 
and eritical situation, by the attempts of the british Min- 
istry to carry into execution, by force of arms, several 
unconstitutional and oppressive acts of the british par- 
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liament for laying taxes in America; to enforce the col- 
lection of those taxes, and for altering and changing the 
constitution and internal police of some of these colonies, 
in violation of the natural and civil rights of the colonists. 

Unanimously 2. Hostilities being actually commenced 
in the Massachusetts bay, by the British troops, under 
the command of General Gage, and the lives of a nnmber 
of the inhabitants of that colony destroyed, the town of 
Boston having not only been long oecnpted as a garrisoned 
town in an enemy’s country, but the inhabitants thereof 
treated with a severity and cruelty not to. be justifyed 
even towards declared enemies; large re-inforcements too 
being ordered and soon expected, for the declared purpose 
of compelling these colonies to submit to the operation of 
the s? acts; Resolved, therefore, that for the express pur- 
pose of securing and defending these colonies, and pre- 
serving them in safety against all attempts to carry the 
st acts into execution by force of arms, these colonies be 
immediately put into a state of defence. 

Unanimously 3. But, as we most ardently wish for a 
restoration of the harmony formerly subsisting between 
our Mother conntry and these colonies, the interruption 
of which must, at all events, be exceedingly injurious to 
both countries, Resolved, that with a sincere design of 
contributing by all the means in our power, not incom- 
patible with a just regard for the undoubted rights and 
true interests of these colonies, to the promotion of this 
most desireable reconciliation, an humble and dutiful 
petition be presented to his Majesty.’

To the oppressed Inhabitants of Canada.’ 


FRIENDS AND COUNTRYMEN, 

Alarmed by the designs of an arbitrary Ministry, to extirpate the 
Rights and liberties of all Amerien, a sense of common danger eon- 
spired with the dictates of humanity, in urging us to call your atten- 
tion, by our late address, to this very inportant object. 

Since the conelusion of the late war, we have been happy in eon- 
sidering you as fellow-subjects, nnd from the commeneement of the 
present plan for snbjugating the continent, we have viewed you as 
fellow-sufferers with us. As we were both entitled by the bounty of 
an indulgent creator to freedom, and being both devoted by the cruel 
edicts of a despotic administration, to common ruin, we perceived the 
fate of the protestant und eatholie colonies to be strongly linked 
together, and therefore invited you to join with us in resolving to be 
free, and in rejeeting, with disdain, the fetters of slavery, however 
nrtfully polished. 

We most sincerely condole with you on the arrival of that day, in 
the course of which, the sun could not shine on a single freeman in 
all your extensive dominion. Be assured, that your unmerited degra. 
dation has engaged the most unfeigned pity of your sister colonies: 
and we flatter ourselves you will not, by tamely bearing the yoke, suf- 
fer that pity to be supplanted by contempt.

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When hardy attempts are made to deprive men of rights, bestowed 
by the almighty, when avenues are cut thro’ the most solenm compacts 
for the admission of despotism, when the plighted faith of govern- 
ment ceases to vive security to loyal and dutiful subjects, and when 
the insidious stratagems and manceuvres of peace become more terri- 
ble than the sanguinary operations of war, it is high time for them to 
assert those rights, and, with honest indignation, oppose the torrent 
of oppression rushing in upon them. 

By tbe introduction of vour present form of government, or rather 
present form of tyranny, you and your wives and your children are 
made slaves. You have nothing that you can call your own, and all 
the fruits of vour labour and industry may be taken from you, when- 
ever mu uvaritious governor and a rapacious council may incline to 
demand them. You are lable by their edicts to be transported into 
foreign countries to fight Battles in which you have no interest, and 
to spill your blood in conflicts from which neither honor nor emohi- 
ment can be derived: Nay, the erjovment of your very religion, on the 
present system, depends on a legislature in which you have no share, 
nnd over which you have no controul, und your priests are exposed 
to expulsion, banishment, and ruin, whenever their wealth and posses- 
sions furnish sufficient temptation. They cannot be sure that a virtu- 
ons prince will always fill the throne, and should a wieked or a careless 
king concur with a wicked ministry in extracting the treasure und 
strength of your country, it is nmpossible to conceive to what variety 
aud to what extremes of wretehedness you may, under the present 
establishment, be reduced. 

We are informed you have already been called npon to waste your 
lives in a contest with us. Should you, by complying m this instance, 
assent to your new establishment, and a war break out with Irance, 
your wealth and your sons may be sent to perish in expeditions against 
their islands in the West indies. 

It cannot be presumed that these considerations will have no weight 
with you, or that you are so lost to all sense of honor. We can never 
believe that the present race of Cunadiauns are so degenerated as to 
possess neither the spirit, the gallantry, nor the courage of their 
ancestors. You certainly will not permit the infamy and diserace of 
such pusillanimity to rest ou your own heads, and the consequences of 
it on your children forever. 

We, for our parts, are determined to live free, or not nt all; and 
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are resolved, that posterity shall never reproach us with having bronght 
slaves into the world. 

Permit us aguin to repeat that we are your friends, not your enc- 
mies, and be not imposed upon by those who may endeavour to create 
animosities. The taking the fort and military stores at Ticonderogn 
and Crown-Point, and the armed vessels on the lake, was dictated by 
the great law of self-preservation. ‘They were mtended to annoy us, 
and to cut off that friendly intercourse und communication, which has 
hitherto subsisted between you and us. We hope it has given you 
no uneasiness, and you may rely on our assurances, that these colonies 
will pursue no measures whatever, but such as friendship and a regard 
for our mutual safety and interest may suggest. 

As our concern for your welfare entitles us to your friendship, we 
presume you will not, by doing us injury, reduce us to the disagree- 
able necessity of treating you as enemies. 

We yet entertain hopes of your uniting with us in the defence of 
our common liberty, nnd there is yet reason to believe, that should we 
join in imploring the attention of our sovereign, to the unmenited and 
unparalleled oppressions of his American subjects, he will at length 
be undeceived, and forbid n licentious Ministry any longer to riot in 
the ruins of the rights of Mankind.’ 


Ordered, That the above Letter be signed by the presi- 
dent. 

Ordered, That Mr.[John] Dickinson, and Mr.['Thoias ] 
Mifflin, be a committee to get the letter translated into the 
french language, and to have 1,000 copies of it, so trans- 
lated, printed, in order to besent to Canada, and dispersed 
among the Inhabitants there. 

On motion, Resolved, That no provisions or necessaries 
of any kind be exported to the island of Nantucket, ex- 
cept from the colony of Massachusetts bay, the conven- 
tion of which colony is desired to take measures for 
effectually providing the s? Island, wpon their applica- 
tion to purchase the same, with as much provision, as 
shall be necessary for its internal use, and no more.

Franklin, who was well acquainted 
with the hand writing of M: Cooper, and that he verily 
believed the paper brought by the gentleman was written 
by M: Cooper. 

The paper being read is as follows: 

That it is earnestly hoped by all the real friends of the Americans, 
that the terms expressed in the resolution of the 20th of Febrnary 
last, will be accepted by all the colonies, who have the least affection 
for their King and country, or a just sense of their own interest. 

That these terms are honourable for Great Britain, und safe for the 
colonies. 

That if the colonies are not blinded by faction. these terms will 
remove every grievance relative to taxation, and be the basis of a 
contpaet between the colonies, and the mother country. 

That the people in America onght, on every consideration to he sat- 
isfyed with then. 

That no further relaxation can be admitted. 

The temper and spirit of the Nation are so much against concessions, 
that if it were the intention of administration, they could not carry 
the Question. 

But administration have no such intention, as they are fully and 
firmly persuaded, that further concessions would be injurious to the 
colonies as well as to Great-Britain. 

That there is not the least probability of a change of administration. 

That they are perfectly united in opinion and determined to pursue 
the most effectual measures, und to use the whole force of the King- 
dom, if it be found necessury, to reduce the rebellious and refractory 
provinces and colonies. 

There is so great a spirit in the nation against the Congress, that 
the people will hear the temporary distresses of n stoppage of the 
American trade. 

They may depend on this to be true.

May it please y” Honours. 

That system of colony administration, which in the most firm, duti- 
ful and loyal manner has been in vain remonstrated against by the 
representative body of the united colonies, seems still. unless speedily 
and yvigourously opposed by the collected wisdom and force of all 
America to threaten ruin and destruetion to this continent. 


‘The pelilion trom Virginia is not in the Papers of the Continental Congress. 
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For a long time past, this colony has, by a corrupt administration 
in Great Britain and here, been deprived of the exercise of those pow- 
ers of Government, without which a people can be neither rich, happy 
or seenre. The whole continent saw the blow pending, which if not 
warded off, must inevitably have subverted the freedom and happiness 
of each colony; the principles of self defenee, roused in the breasts of 
freemen by the dread of impending slavery, caused to be collected the 
wisdom of America, in a Congress composed of men, who through 
time must in every land of freedom be revered among the most. faith- 
ful assertors of the essential rights of human nature. 

This colony was then reduced to creat difficulties. being denied the 
exercise of civil government according to onr charter. or the funda- 
mental principles of the English constitution and a formidable navy 
and army (not only inimical to our safety, but flattered with the pros- 
pect of enjoying the fruit of our industry) were stationed for that pur- 
pose in our Metropolis. The prospect of deciding the question 
between our Mother country and us, by the sword, gave ns the great- 
est pain and anxiety; but we have made all the preparation for our 
necessary defence that our confused state would admit of; and as the 
question equally affected our sister colonies and us, we have declined 
though urged thereto by the most pressing necessity to assume the 
reins of civil government, without their advice and consent; but have 
hitherto borne the many difficulties and distressing embarrassments 
necessarily resulting from a want thereof. 

We are now compelled to rnise an Army, which with the assistance 
of the other colonies, we hope under the smiles of heaven, will be able 
to defend usand all America from the further buteheries and devasta- 
tions of our implacable enemies.—But as the sword should in all free 
states be subservient to the civil powers and as it is the duty of the 
Magistrates to support it for the peoples necessary defence, we trem- 
ble at having an army (although consisting of our countrymen) estab- 
lished here without a civil power to provide for and controul them. 

We are happy in having an opportunity of laying our distressed 
state hefore the representative body of the continent, and humbly 
hope you will favour us with your most explicit advice respecting the 
taking up and exercising the powers of civil government, w we think 
absolutely necessary for the Salvation of our country and we shall 
readily submit to such a general plan as you may direct for the colo- 
nies, ov make it our great study to establish such n form of govern 
ment here, as shall not only most promote our advantage but the 
union and interest of all America. 
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As the Army now collecting from different colonies is for the gen- 
eral defence of the right of America, we wt beg leave to suggest to y! 
consideration the propriety of y! taking the regulation and general 
direction of it, that the operations may more effectually answer the 
purposes designed,

being, ut all times, our indispensible duty devoutly to acknowledge his 
superintending providence, especially in times of impending danger 
and public calamity, to reverence and adore his immutable justice as 
well as to implore his merciful interposition for our deliverance: 

This Congress, therefore, considering the present critical, alarming 
and calamitous state of these colonies, do earnestly recommend that 
Thursday, the 20th day of July next, be observed, by the inhabitants 
of all the English colonies on this continent, as a day of publie humilia- 
tion, fasting and prayer; that we may, with nnited hearts and voices, 
unfeignedly confess and deplore our many sins; and offer up onr joint 
supplications to the all-wise, omnipotent, and merciful Disposer of all 
events; humbly beseeching him to forgive our iniquities, to remove 
our present calamities, to avert those desolating judgments, with which 
we are threntned, and to bless our rightful sovereign, Ning George the 
third, and [to] inspire him with wisdom to discern and pursue the true 
interest of all his subjects, that n speedy end may be put to the civil 
discord between Grent Britain and the Americnn colomes, without 
farther effusion of blood: And that the British nation may be intlnenced 
to regard the things that belong to her peace, before they are hid from 
her eyes: That these colonies may be ever under the care and protec- 
tion of n kiud Providence, and be prospered in ull their interests; ‘That 
the divine blessing may deseend and rest upon all our civil rulers, and 
upon the representatives of the people, in their several assemblies 
and conventions, that they may be directed to wise and effectual meas- 
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ures for preserving the union, and securing the just rights and privi- 
ledges of the colonies; Thut virtue and trne religion may revive and 
flourish throughout our land; And that all America may soon behold a 
gracions interposition of Heaven. for the redress of her many griey- 
ances, the restoration of her invaded rights, a reeoncilation with the 
parent state, on terms constitutional and honorable to both; And that 
her civil and religions priviledges may be secured to the latest posterity. 

And it is recommended to Christians, of all denominations, to assem- 
ble for public worship, and to abstain from servile labour and recrea- 
tions on snid day. 

Ordered, That a copy of the above be signed by the 
president and attested by the Sec’ and published in the 
newspapers, and in hand bills.’ 

On motion ordered that the letter to the Inhabitants of 
Canada be published in English.

Rules and Regulations ' 


Whereas his Majesty's most faithful subjects in these Colonies are 
reduced to a dangerous and critical situation, by the attempts of the 
British Ministry, to carry into execution, by force of arms, several 
unconstitutional and oppressive acts of the British parliament for lay- 
ing taxes in America, fo enforce the collection of these taxes, and for 
altering and changing the constitution and internal police of some of 
these Colonies, in violation of the natural and civil rights of the 
Colonies. 

And whereas hostilities have been actually commenced in Massachu- 
setts Bay, by the British troops, nnder the command of General Gage, 
and the lives of a number of the inhabitants of that Colony destroyed, 
the town of Boston not only having been long oceupied as a garrisoned 
town in an enemy's country, but the inhabitants thereof treated with 
a severity and cruelty not to be justified even towards declired 
enemies. 

And whereas large reinforeements have been ordered, and ure soon 
expected, for the declared purpose of compelling these Colonies to sub- 
mit to the operation of the said aets, which hath rendered it necessary, 
and an indispensable duty, for the express purpose of securing and 
defending these Colonies, and preserving them in safety against all 
attempts to carry the said acts into execution; that an armed force be

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raised sufficient to defeat such hostile designs, and preserve and defend 
the lives, libertics and immunities of the Colonists: for the due regu- 
lating and well ordering of which ;— 

Resolved, That the following Rules and Orders be attended to, and 
observed by such forees as are or may hereafter be raised for the pur- 
poses aforesaid. ” 

Article 1. That every officer who shall be retained, and every sol- 
dier who shall serve in the Continental Army, shall, at the time of his 
acceptance of his commission or inlistment, subseribe these rules and 
regulations. And that the officers and soldiers, already of that army, 
shall also, as soon as may be, subscribe the same; from the time of 
which subscription every officer and soldier, shall be bound by those 
regulations. But if any of the oflicers or soldiers, now of the said 
army, do not subseribe these rules and regulations, then they may be 
retained in the said army, subject to the rules and regulations under 
which they entered into the service, or be discharged from the service, 
at the option of the Commander in chief. 

Art. II. It is earnestly recommended to all officers and soldiers, dili- 
gently to attend Divine Service; and all oflicers and soldiers who shall 
behave indecently or irreverently at any place of Divine Worship, 
shall, if commissioned officers, be brought before a court-martial, 
there to be publicly and severely reprimanded by the President; if 
non-commissioned othcers or soldiers, every person so offending. shall, 
for his first offence, forfeit One Sixth of a Dollar, to be deducted out 
of his next pay; for the second offence, he shall not only forfeit a like 
sum, but be confined for twenty-four hours, and for every like offence, 
shall suffer and pay in like manner; which money so forfeited, shall 
he applied to the use of the sick soldiers of the troop or company to 
which the offender belongs. 

Art. 1H. Whatsoever non-commissioned officer or soldier shall use 
any profane oath or execration, shall ineur the penalties expressed 
in the second article: and if a commissioned officer be thus gniltv of 
profane cursing or swearing, he shall forfeit and pay for each and 
every such offenee, the sum of Four Shillings, lawful money. 

Art. IV. Any oftiecr or soldier, who shall behave himself with con- 
tempt or disrespect towards the General or Generals, or Commanders 
in chief of the Continental Forces, or shall speak false words, tending 
to his or their hurt or dishononr, shall be punished aeeording to the 
nature of his offence, by the judgment of a general court-martial. 
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Arf. V. Any officer or soldier, who shall begin, excite, cause, or 
join in any mutiny or sedition, in the regiment, troop, or company to 
which he belongs, or in any other regiment, troop or company of the 
Continental Forces, either by land or sea, or in any party, post, 
detachment, or gnard, on any pretence whatsoever, shall suffer such 
punishment, as by a general court-marual shall be ordered. 

Art. VI. Any officer, non-conunissioned officer, or soldier, who being 
present at any mutiny or sedition, does not use his utmost endeavours 
to suppress the same, or coming to the knowledge of any mutiny, or 
intended mutiny, does not, without delay, give information thereof to 
the commanding officer, shall be punished by order of a general court- 
martial, according to the nature of his offence. 

Art. VIL Any officer or soldier, who shall strike his superior ofii- 
eer, or draw, or offer to draw, or shall lift up any weapon, or offer 
any violence against him, being in the execution of his office, on any 
pretence whatsoever, or shall disobey any lawful commands of his 
superior officer, shall suffer such punishment as shall, according to the 
nature of his offence, be ordered hy the sentence of a general court- 
martial. 

Art. VIH. Any non-commissioned officer, or soldier, who shall 
desert, or without leave of his connuanding ofhcer, absent himself 
from the troop or company to which he belongs, or from any detach- 
ment of the same, shall, upon being convicted thereof, be punished 
according to the nature of his offence, at the discretion of a general 
court-martial. 

Art. IX. Whatsoever officer, or soldier, shall be convicted of hav- 
ing advised or persuaded any other oflicer or soldier, to desert, shall 
suffer such punishment, as shall be ordered by the sentence of a geu- 
eral court-martial. 

Art. X. All officers, of what condition soever, shall have power to 
part and quell all quarrels, frays, and disorders, though the persons 
concerned, should belong to another regiment, troop, or company; 
and either order officers to be arrested, or non-commissioned officers, 
or soldiers, to be confined nnd imprisoned, till their proper superior 
officers shall be acquainted therewith: and whoever shall refuse to 
obey such officer, (though of an inferior rank.) or shall draw his sword 
upon him, shall be punished at the discretion of a general court- 
martial.

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Art. XI. No otlicer or soldier shall use any reproachful or provok- 
ing speeches or gestures to another, nor shall presume to send a chal-

Art. XXIX. All public stores taken in the enemy’s camp or maga- 
zines, whether of artillery, ammunition, cloathing, or provisions, shall 
be secured for the use of the United Colonies. 

If any officer or soldier shall lenve his post or colours, 
In time of an engagement, to go in search of plunder, he shall, upon 
being convicted thereof before a genera} court-martial, suffer such 
punishment as by the said court-martial shall he ordered. 

Art, XXXI. If any commander of any post, intrenchment, or fort- 
ress, shall be compelled, by the officers or soldiers under his command, 
to give it up to the enemy, or to abandon it, the commissioned officer, 
non-commissioned officers, or soldiers, who shall be convicted of hav- 
ing so offended, shall suffer death, or sneh other punishment as may 
be inflicted upon them by the sentence of a general court-martial. 

Art. XXXI. All suttlers und retailers to a camp, and all persons 
whatsoever, serving with the continental army iu the field, though 
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not inlisted soldiers, are to be subject to the articles, rules, and regu- 
lations of the continental army. 

Art. XXXII. No general court-martial shall consist of a less num- 
ber than thirteen, none of which shall be under the degree of a com- 
missioned oflicer; and the president shall be a tield offieer: And the 
president of each and every court-martial, whether general or regi- 
mental, shall have power to administer an oath to every witness, in 
order to the trial of offenders. And the members of all courts-martial 
shall be duly sworn by the president: and the next in rank on the court- 
martial, shall administer the oath to the president. 

Art. XXXIV. The members, both of general and regimental courts- 
martial, shall, when belonging to different corps, take the same rank 
which they hold inthe army; but when courts-martial shall be com- 
posed of officers of one corps, they shall take their ranks according to 
their commissions by which they are mustered in the said corps. 

Art. XXXV. All the members of a court-martial, are to behave with 
calmness, deceney, and impartiality: and in giving of their votes, are 
to begin with the yonngest or lowest in commission. 

Art. XXXVI No field ofhcer shall be tried by any person under 
the degree of a captain; nor shall any proceedings or trials be carried 
on, excepting between the hours of eight in the morning, and three in 
the afternoon, execpt in cases which require an immediate example. 

alt. XXXVII The commissioned officers of every regiment may, 
by the appointment of their Colonel or commanding oflicer, hold regi- 
mental courts-martial for the enquiring into such disputes or criminal 
matters as may come before them, and for the inflicting corporal pun- 
ishment, for small offences, and shall vive judgment by the majority 
of voiees; hut no sentence shall be exeeuted till the conmanding officer 
(not being a member of the court-martial) shall have confirmed the 
same, 

Art. XXXVIII No regimental court-martial shall consist of less 
than five oflicers, excepting in cases where that nnmber cannot be con- 
vemently assembled, when three may be suflicient: who are likewise 
to determine npon the sentence by the majority of voices; which sen- 
tence ix to be confirmed by the commanding otlicer, not being a mem- 
ber of the court-martial. 

det. XXXIX. Every oflicer, conmmnding in any fort, castle, or 
barrack, or elsewhere, where the eorps under his command consists of 
detachments from different regiments or of independent. companies, 
may nssemble courts-martial for the trial of offenders in the same man- 
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ner as if they were regimental, whose sentence is not to be executed 
till it shall be confirmed by the said commanding oflicer. 

Art. XL. No person whatsoever shall use menacing words, siens, 
or gestures in the presence of a court-martinl then sitting, or shall 
cause any disorder or riot, so as to disturb their proceeding, on the 
penulty of being punished at the discretion of the said court-martial. 

Art, XLI. To the end that offenders may be brought to justice; 
whenever any oflicer or soldier shall commit a crime deserving punish- 
ment, he shall, by his commanding officer, if an officer, be put in arrest; 
if a non-commissioned officer or soldier, be imprisoned till he shall be 
either tried by a court-martial, or shall be lawfully discharged by 
proper nuthority. 

Art, XLII. No officer or soldier who shall be put in arrest, or impris- 
onment, shall continue in his confinement more than eight days, or till 
such time as a court-martial can be conveniently assembled. 

art, XLIII. No officer commanding a guard, or provost-marshal, 
shall refuse to receive or keep nny prisoner committed to his charge, 
by an officer belonging to the Continental forces; which officer shall 
at the same time deliver an aceount in writing, signed by himself, of 
the crime with which the said prisoner is charged. 

Art, XLIV. No officer commanding a guard, or provost-marshal, 
shall presume to release any prisoner committed to his charge, without 
proper authority for so doing; nor shall he suffer any prisoner to 
escape, on the penalty of betng punished for it, by the sentence of a 
general court-martial. 

di7vt. XLV. Every otticer or provost-martial, to whose charge pris- 
oners shal] be committed, is hereby reqnired, within twenty-four hours 
after sneh commitment, or as soon as he shall be relieved from his 
guard, to give in writing to the Colonel of the regiment to whom the 
prisoner belongs (where the prisoner is confined upon the guard belong- 
ing to the said regiment, and that his offence only relates to the neglect 
of duty in his own corps) or to the commander in chief, their names, 
their crimes, and the names of the officers who committed them, on the 
penalty of being punished for his disobedience or neglect, at the dis- 
cretion of a general court-martial. 

Art. XLVI. And if any officer nnder arrest shall leave his confine- 
ment before he is set at liberty by the officer who contined him, or by 
a superior power, he shall be cashiered for it. 

Art, XLVII Whatsoever commissioned oflicer shall be convicted 
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before a general court-martial, of behaving in a seandalous, infamous 
manuer, such as is unbecoming the character of an officer and a gen- 
tleman, shall be discharged from the service. 

Art. XLVII. All officers, conductors, gunners, matrosses, drivers, 
or any other persons whatsoever, receiving pay or hire, in the service 
of the continental artillery, shall be governed by the aforesaid rules 
and articles, and shall be subject to be tried by courts-martial, in like 
manner with the officers and soldiers of the Continental troops. 

Art. XLIX. For ditferences arising amongst themselves, or in mat- 
ters relating solely to their own corps, the courts-martial may be com- 
posed of their own officers; but where a number sufficient of such 
officers cannot be assembled, or in matters wherein other corps are 
interested, the officers of artillery shall sit in courts-martial, with the 
officers of the other corps. 

Art. L. All crimes, not capital, and all disorders and neglects, which 
oficers and soldiers may be guilty of, to the prejudice of good order 
and military diseipline, though not mentioned in the articles of war, 
ure to be taken cognizanee of by a general or regimental court-martial, 
according to the nature and degree of the offence, and be punished at 
their discretion. 

Art. L1. That no persons shall be sentenced by a court-martial to 
suffer death, except in the cases expressly mentioned in the foregoing 
articles; nor shall any punishment be inflicted at the discretion of a 
court-martial, other than degrading, cashiering, drumming out of the 
army, whipping not exceeding thirty-nine lashes, fine not exceeding 
two months pay of the offender, imprisonment not exceeding one 
month. 

Art. LIL The field oflicers of each and every regiment are fo appoint 
some suitable person belonging to such regiment, to receive all such 
tines as may arise within the same, for any breach of any of the fore- 
going articles, and shall direct the same to be carefully und properly 
applied to the relief of such sick, wounded, or necessitous soldiers as 
belong to snech regiment; and such person shall acconnt with such otti- 
cer for all tines received, and the npplication thereof. 

Art. LHH All members sitting in courts-martial shall be sworn by 
the President of said courts, which President shall himself be sworn 
by the officer in said court next in rank:—The oath to be administered 
previous to their proceeding to the trial of any offender, in form fol- 
lowing, viz.

“ You A. B. swear that you will well and truly try, and impartially 
determine the cause of the prisoner no to be tried, according tothe rules 
for regulating the Continental army. So help you God.” 

sbrt. LIV. All persons called to give evidenee, in any case, hefore a 
court-martial, who shall refuse to give evidence, shall be punished for 
such refusal at the discretion of such court-martial:—The oath to be 
ndiministered in the following form, viz. 

* You swear the evidence you shall give in the cuse now in hearing, 
shall be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth. So help 
you God.” 

Art. LY. Every oflicer commanding a regiment, troop, or company, 
shall, upon notice viven to him by the Commissary of the musters, or 
from one of his deputies, assemble the regiment, troop, or company 
under his command, in the next convenient place for their being 
mustered. 

Art. LVI. Every colonel or other field officer, or oficer commanding 
uny corps, to which there is no field officer, and actually residing with 
it, may give furloughs to uon-eominissioned officers and soldiers, in 
such numbers, und for so long a time, as he shall judge to be most 
consistent with the good of the service; but no non-commissioned ofti- 
eer or soldier shall, by leave of his Captain, or inferior officer, com- 
manding the troop or company (his field officer not being present) be 
absent above twenty days in six months, nor shall more than two pri 
vate men be absent at the same time from their troop or company, 
exeepting some extraordinary occasion shall require it, of which ocea- 
sion the field officer present with, nnd commanding the regiment or 
independent corps, is to be judge. 

strt. LVI. At every muster the commanding officer of each regi- 
ment, troop, or company, then present, shall give to the commissary 
of musters certificates signed by himself, signifying how long such 
officers, non-commissioned ofticers, and soldiers, who shall not appear 
at the said muster, have been absent, and the reason of their absence; 
which reasons, and the time of absenee, shall be inserted in the muster- 
rolls, opposite to the respective names of such absentees: The said cer- 
tificates shall, together with the muster-rolls, be by the said Commis- 
sary transmitted to the General, and to this or any future Congress of 
the United Colonies, or Committee appointed thereby, within twenty 
days next after such muster being taken; on fnilnre whereof, the Com- 
unissary so Offending shall be discharged from the service. 
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Art. LVL. Every oflicer who shall be convicted before a general 
court-martial of having signed a false certificate, relating to the absence 
of either officer, non-commissioned officer, or private soldier, shall be 
cashiered. 

Art. LIX. Every officer, who shall knowingly make « false muster 
of man or horse, and every officer or Commissary who shall willingly 
sign, direct, or allow the signing of the muster rolls, wherein such 
false muster is contained, shull, upon proof made thereof, by two wit- 
nesses, before a general court-martial, be cashiered, and moreover for- 
feit all such pay ns may be due to him at the time of conviction for 
such offence. 

Art. LX. Any commissary who shall be convicted of having taken 
any giftor gratuity onthe mustering any regiment, troop or company, 
or on the signing the muster rolls, shall be displaced from his ottice, 
and forfeit his pay, as in the preceding article. 

Art. LXI. Any officer who shall presume to muster any person as 
a soldier, who is at other times accustomed to wear a livery, or who 
does not actually do his duty ns a soldier, shall be deemed guilty of 
having made a false muster, and shall suffer accordingly. 

Art. LXIL Every otheer who shall knowingly make a false return 
to the Commander in Chief of the American forces, or to any his 
superior oflicer, authorized to call for such returns, of the state of the 
regiment, troop, independent company, or garrison under his com- 
mand. or of arms, ammunition, cloathing, or other stores thereunto 
belonging, shall, by a court-martial, be cashiered. 

Art, LX. Phe commanding officer of every regiment, troop, inde- 
pendent company, or garrison, in the service aforesaid, shall, in the 
beginning of every month, remit to the Commander in chief of said 
forces, an exact retnrnof the state of the regiment, troop, independent 
company, or garrison under his command, specifying the names of the 
ollicers not then residing at their posts, and the reason for, and the 
time of their absence: whosoever shall be convicted of having, through 
neglect or design, omitted the sending such returns, shall be punished 
according to the nature of his crime, by the judgment of a general 
court-martial. 

Art. LXIV. Nosnttler shall be permitted tosell any kind of liquors 
or victuals, or to keep their houses or shops open, for the entertain- 
ment of soldiers, after nine at night, or before the beating of the 
reveilles, or upon Sundays, during divine service or sermoun, on the 
penalty of being disinissed from all future suttling. 
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Art. LXV. All officers commanding in the camp, or in any forts, 
barracks, or garrisons, nre hereby required to see that the persons 
permitted to suttle shall supply the soldiers with good and wholesome 
provisions at a reasonable price, as they shall be answerable for their 
neglect. 

vt, LXVI. No officers commanding in any camp, garrisons, forts, 
or barracks, shall either themselves exact exorbitant prices for houses 
or stalls let out to suttlers, or shall connive at the like exactions in 
others, nor lay any duty or impositions upon, or be interested in the 
sale of such victuals, liquors, or other necessaries of life, which are 
brought into the camp, garrison, fort or barracks, for the use of the 
soldiers, on the penalty of being discharged from the service. 

Art. LXVII. That the general, or commander in chief for the time 
being, shall have full power of pardoning, or mitigating any of the 
punishments ordered to be inflicted, for any of the offences mentioned 
in the foregoing articles; and every offender, convicted as aforesaid, 
by any regimental court-martial, may be pardoned, or have his pun- 
ishment mitigated hy the Colonel or officer commanding the regiment. 

Art, LXVII. When any commissioned officer shall happen to die, 
or be killed in the service of the United Colonies, the Major of the 
regiment, or the officer doing the Major's duty in his absence, shall 
immediately secure all his etleets or equipage, then in camp or quar- 
ters; and shall, before the next regimental court-martial, make an 
inventory thereof, and forthwith transmit the same to the office of the 
Secretary of the Congress, or assembly of the province in which the 
corps is stationed or shall happen to be at the time of the death of such 
officer; to the end that his executors may, after payment of his debts 
in quarters, and interment, receive the overplus, if any be, to his or 
their use. 

Art. LXIX. When any non-commissioned officer or private soldier, 
shall happen to die, or be killed in the service of the United Colonies, 
the then commanding officer of the troop or company, shall, in the 
presence of two other commissioned officers, take an account of what- 
ever effects he dies possessed of, and transmit the same, as in the case 
above provided for, in order that the same may be secured for, and 
paid to their respective representatives. 


Ordered, That Mr. [Silas] Deane, Mr. [Thomas] Cush- 
ing and Mr. [Joseph] Hewes, be a Committee to examine 
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the rules and articles of war agreed to by the Congress, 
and get them printed as soon as possible. 

On motion, Resolved, That the Congress will, on Mon- 
day next, take into consideration the trade of America. 

On motion, Resolved, That the Committee for Indian 
Affairs, do prepare proper talks to the several tribes of 
Indians, for engaging the continnance of their friendship 
to us, and neutrality in our present unhappy disputes with 
Great Britain. 

The order of the day put off and adjonrnment made till 
to Morrow. 


SATURDAY, JULY 1, 1775 


The Congress met according to adjournment. 

On motion, Resolved, That in case any Agent of the 
ministry, shall induce the Indian tribes, or any of them, 
to commit actual hostilities against these colonies, or to 
enter into an offensive Allianee with the British troops, 
thereupon the colonies ought to avail themselves of an 
Alhance with sneh Indian Nations as will enter into the 
same, to oppose sueh British troops and their Indian 
Allies. 

The Congress then took into consideration the report of 
the Conunittee on Indian affairs. 

During the debate letters were rec? by express from 
Gen’ Schuyler, which requiring an immediate answer, the 
same were taken into consideration.’

Sehuyler’ and a certifyed eopy of a letter from Thot Gage 
to Gov! Martin, were laid before the Congress, and read.’ 

Agreeable to the order of the day, the Congress resolved 
itself into a committee of the whole, to take into consid- 
eration the trade of America. After some time spent 
therein the president resumed the chair, «nd Mr. [Samuel] 
Ward reported that the Committee had come toa Resolu- 
tion which they ordered him to report, but not having fin- 
ished they had desired him to move for leave to sit again.

North America, to Great Britain, Ireland, and the Brit- 
ish islands in the West Indies; and to prohibit such 
provinces and eolomes from carrying on any fishery on 
the banks of Newfoundland or other places therein men- 
tioned, under eertain conditions and limitations: The 
other, intituled ‘‘An Act to restrain the trade and com- 
merce of the colonies of New Jersey, Pensylvania, Mary- 
land, Virginia, and South Carolina, to Great Britain, 
Ireland, and the British islands in the West Indies, under 
certain conditions and limitations,” are unconstitutional, 
oppressive, and ernel; and that the commercial opposi- 
tion of these colonies, to certain Acts enumerated in the 
Association of the last Congress, ought to be made against 
these, until they are repealed.’ 

Ordered, That the above be immediately published.

| The Committee appointed to draw up a Declaration to be published by General 
Washington, upon his arrival at the Camp before Boston, reported a draft on June 
24th, which occasioned long and warm debate, and was finally re-committed. No 
copy of this first draft said, by Jefferson, to have been drawn by John Rutledge, is 
known to exist. Dickinson had taken a distinguished part in this debate, and with 
Jefferson was added to the Committee. Jefferson was desired to prepare a draft, but 
the result was not satisfactory either to Dickinson or to William Livingston. The 
former eriticised it for its harshness, and the latter for its ‘‘mueh fault-finding and 
declamation, with httle sense or dignity. They seem to think areiterationof tyranny, 
despotism, bloody, &c. all that is needed to unite us at home and convince the bribed 
voters of North of the justice of our ecanse.’’ (Letter to Lord Stirling, July 4, 1775.) 
Jefferson’s own account was: ‘It was too strong for Mr. Dickinson. le still retained 
the hope of reconciliation with the mother country, and was unwilling it should be 
lessened by offensive statements. He was so honest a man, and so able a one, that 
he was greatly indulged even by those who could not feel his scruples. We there- 
fore requested him to take the paper, and put it into a form he could approve. He 
did so, preparing an entire new statement, and preserving of the former only the last 
four paragraphs and the half of the preceding one. We approved and reported it to 
Congress.” .tutobiography, in Writings (Ford) I, 16. 

? These two papers are found in the Jefferson Manuseripts in the Library of Con- 
gress. The second, or later, draft contains some suggested changes in the writing 
of Jolin Dickinson, and bears on the last page the following memorandum by 
Jefferson: 

“1775. June 23. Congress appointed a commee to prepare a Declaration to be 
published by Gen! Washington on his arrival at the camp before Boston, to wit, 
J. Rutledge, W. Livingston, De. Franklin, M! Jay, and M! Johnson. 

“June 24, a draught was reported. 

“June 26. being disliked, it was recommitted and M! Dickinson anıl T. Jefferson 
added to the committce. the latter being desired by the commee to draw up a 
new one, he prepared this paper. ou a ieeting of the commee J. Dickinson objected 
that it was too harsh, wanted softening, &c., whereupon the commee desired him to 
retouch tt, which he did in the form which they reported Jnly 6, whieh wae adopted 
by Congress.” 

Although the Jefferson drafts were never actually laid before Congress they are 
essential to a proper understanding of the Declaration as finally accepted.

Soon after the intelligence of 
these proceedings arrived on this 
continent, General Gage, who in 
the course of the last year had 
taken possession of the town of 
Boston, in the province of Massa- 
chusetts Bay, und still occupied it 
as a garrison, on the 19th day of 
April, sent ont from that place a 
large detachment of his army, who 
made an unprovoked assault on the 
inhabitants of the said province, at 
the town of Lexington, as appears 
by the aftidavits of a great number 
of persons, some of whom were 
officers and soldiers of that de- 
tachment, murdered eight of the 
inhabitants, and wounded many 
others.

(ilities thus commenced by the Brit- 
ish ‘Troops, have been since prose- 
cuted by them without Regard to 
Faith or Reputation. The Inhab- 
itants of Boston being confined 
within that Town by the General 
their Governorand having in order 
to procure their Dismission entered 
into a Treaty with him, it was stip- 
ulated betweerthe that the said 
Inhabitants having deposited their 
arms with their own Magistrates, 
should have free Liberty to de- 
part, oat-ofthe-said-Fown, taking 
with them their other Etects. 
They accordingly delivered up 
their Arms, but in open violation of 
Honor, in Detiance of the Obliga- 
tions of æ Treaties, which even 
suvage Nations esteem sacred, 
General-Gaee the Governor or- 
dered the Arms deposited as afore- 
said that they might be preserved 
for their Owners, to be seized by a 
Body of eemedanen, soldiers, de- 
tained the greater Part of the In- 
habitants in the Town, and coni- 
pelled the few who were permitted 
to retire, to leave their inost valn- 
uble Effects behind. By this per- 
lidy. wives ureseparated from their 
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proceeded in warlike array to the 
town of Coneord, where they set 
upon anotber party of the inbab- 
itunts of the same province, killing 
several and wounding more, until 
compelled to retreat by the coun- 
try people suddenly assembled to 
repel this cruel aggression. los- 
tilities, thus commenced by the 
British troops, have been sinee 
prosecuted by them without re- 
gard to faith or reputation.—The 
inhabitants of Boston being con- 
fined within that town by the Gen- 
era} their Governor, and having, 
in order to procure their dismis- 
sion, entered into a treaty with 
him, it was stipulated that the said 
inhabitants having deposited their 
arms with their own magistrates, 
should have liberty to depart, tak- 
ing with them their other eflccts. 
They accordingly delivered up 
their arms, but in open violation 
of honor, in detianee of the obliga- 
tion of treaties, which even savage 
nations esteemed sacred, the Gov- 
ernor ordered the arms deposited 
as aforesaid, that they might be 
preserved for thetr owners, to be 
seized by a body of soldiers; de- 
tained the greatest part of the in- 
habitants in the town, nnd eom- 
pelled the few who were pernitted 
to retire, to leave their most valn- 
nble effects behind.

His 
Troops have butchered our Coun- 
trymen; have burnt Charlestown, 
besides a considerable Number of 
Houses in other Places: our Ships 
and Vessels are seized; and the nec- 
essary supplies of Provisions are 
stoped intercepted; ridthe+snew 
ert td the optiont dt Cat and 
he is exerting the utmost Power 
to sprend Destruction and Dev- 
astation around him. We have 
received eertain Intelligence that 
Gererner General Carleton, the 
Governor of Canada, hy Orders 
from the Ministry is instigating 
the People of that Province and 
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dren from their parents. the aged 
and the sick from their relatious 
and friends, who wish to attend and 
comfort them; and those who have 
been used to live in plenty and 
even elegance, are reduced to de- 
plorable distress. 


The General, further emulating 
his ministerial masters, by u proc- 
Iamation bearing date on the tzth 
day of June, after venting the 
vrossest falsehoods and calumnies 
against the good people of these 
colonies, proceeds to ‘*deelare them 
all, either by name or deseription, 
to be rebels and traitors. to snper- 
sede the course of the common 
law, and instead thereof to publish 
aud order the use and exercise of 
the law martial.’ — His troops have 
butchered our countrymen, have 
wantonly burnt Charles-Town, be- 
sides a considerable nnniber of 
houses in other places; our ships 
and vessels are seized: the neces- 
sary supplies of provisious are iu- 
tercepted, and he is exerting his 
utinost power to spread destrne- 
tion and devastation nround him. 


We have received certain intel- 
ligence that General Carleton, the

To the kings most excellent Majesty: 

MOST GRACIOUS SOVEREIGN, 

We, your Majesty’s faithful subjects ef the colonies of new Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts bay, Rhode island and Providence Plantations, 
Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, the counties of 
New Castle, Kent, and Sussex, on Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, 
North Carolina, and South Carolina, in behalf of ourselves, and the 
inhabitants of these colonies, who bave deputed us to represent them 
in general Congress, entreat your Majesty’s gracious attention to this 
our humble petition. 

The union between our Mother country and these colonies, and the 
energy of mild and just government, produced benefits so remarkably 
important, and afforded such an assurance of their permanency nnd 
increase, that the wonderand envy of other Nations were excited, while 
they beheld Great Britain riseing to a power the most extraordinary 
the world had ever known. 

Her rivals, observing that there was no probability of this bappy 
connexion being broken by civil dissensions, and apprehending its 
future effects, if left any longer undisturbed, resolved to prevent her 
receiving such continual and formidable aecessions of wealth and 
strength, by checking the growth of these settlements from which 
they were to be derived. 

In the prosecution of this attempt, events so unfavourable to the 
design took place, that every friend to the interests of Grent Britain 
and these colonies, entertained pleasing and reasonable expectations of 
seeing an additional force and extention’ immediately given to the 
operations of the union hitherto experienced, by an enlargement of 
the dominions of the Crown, and the removal of ancient and warlike 
enemies to a greater distance. 

At the conclusion, therefore, of the late war, the most glorious and

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advantageous that ever had been carried on by British arms, vonr 
Joyal colonists having contributed to its success, by such repeated and 
strenuous exertions, as frequently procured them the distinguished 
approbation of your Majesty, of the late king. and of parliament, 
doubted not but that they should be permitted, with the rest of the 
empire, to share in the blessings of peace, and the emohiments of vic- 
tory and conquest. While these recent and honorable acknowledg- 
ments of their merits remained on record in the journals and acts of 
that august legislature, the Parliament, undefaced by the imputation 
or even the suspicion of any offence, they were alarmed hy a new sys- 
tem of statutes and regulations adopted for the administration of the 
colonies, that filled their minds with the most painful fears and jeal- 
ousies; and, to their inexpressible astonishment, perceived the dangers 
of a foreign quarrel quickly succeeded by domestic dangers, in their 
judgement, of a more dreadful kind. 

Nor were their anxicties alleviated by any tendency in this system 
to promote the welfare of the Mother country. For tho’ its effects 
were nore immediately felt by them, yet its influence appeared to he 
injurious to the commerce and prosperity of Great Britain. 

We shall decline the ungrateful task of describing the irksome 
variety of artifices, practised by many of your Majesty's Ministers, 
the delusive pretences, fruitless terrors, and unavailing severities, that 
have, from time to time, heen dealt ont by them, in their attempts to 
execute this impolitic plan, or of traccing, thro’ a series of years past, 
the progress of the unhappy differences between Great Britain and 
these colonies, which have flowed from this fatal source. 

Your Majesty’s Ministers, persevering in their measures, and pro- 
ceeding to open hostilities for enforcing them, have compelled us to 
arm in our own defence, and have engaged us in a controversy so 
peculiarly abhorrent to the affections of your still faithful colonists, 
that when we consider whom we must oppose in this contest, and if it 
continues, what may be the consequences, our own particular inisfor- 
tunes are accounted by us only as parts of our distress. 

Knowing to what violent resentments and incurable animosities, 
civil discords are apt to exaspernte and inflame the contending parties, 
we think ourselves required by indispensable obligations to Almighty 
God, to your Majesty. to our fellow subjects, und to ourselves, imme 
dintely to use all the means in our power, not incompatible with onr 
safety. for stopping the further effusion of blood, and for averting 
tho impending calamities that threaten the British Empire. 
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Thus called upon to address your Majesty ou affairs of such moment 
to America, and probably to all your dominions, we are earnestly 
desirous of performing this otec, with the ntmost deference for your 
Majesty; and we therefore pray, that yonr’ royal magnanimity and 
benevolence may make the most favourable construction of our expres- 
sions on so imecommon an ocextsion. Could we represent in their full 
force, the sentiments that agitate the minds of us your dutiful sub- 
jects, we are persuaded your Majesty would ascribe any seeming devi- 
ation from reverence in our language, and even in our conduct, not to 
any reprehensible intention, but to the impossibility of reconciling the 
usual appearances of respect, with a just attention to our own preser- 
vation against those artful and cruel enemies, who abuse your royal 
confidence and authority, for the purpose of effecting our destruction. 

Attached to your Majesty's person, family, and government, with 
all devotion that principle and atlection can inspire, connected with 
Great Britain by the strongest ties that can unite societies, and deplor- 
ing every event that tends in any degree to weaken them, we solemnly 
assure your Majesty, that we not only most ardently desire the former 
harmony between her and these colonies may be restored, but that n 
concord may be established between them upon so firm a busis as to 
perpetuate its blessings, uninterrupted by any future dissentions, to 
succeeding generations in both countries, and to transmit vour Majes- 
ty’s Name to posterity, adorned with that signal and lasting glory, 
that has attended the memory of those illustrious personages, whose 
virtues and abilities have extricated states from dangerous conyul- 
sions, and, by secnring happiness to others, have erected the most 
noble and durable monuments to their own fame. 

We beg leave further to assure your Majesty, that notwithstanding 
the sufferings of your loyal colonists, during the course of the present 
controversy, our breasts retain too tender a regard for the kingdom 
from whieh we derive our origin, to request such a reconciliation as 
might in any manner be inconsistent with her dignity or her welfare. 
These, related as we are to her, honor and duty, as well as inclination, 
induce us to support and advance; and the apprehensions that now 
oppress our hearts with unspeakable grief, being once removed, 
your Majesty will find your faithful subjects on this continent ready 
and willing at all times, as they ever have been, with their lives and 
fortunes, to assert and maintnin the rights and interests of vour 
Majesty, and of our Mother country.

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We, therefore, beseech your Majesty, that your royal authority and 
influence may be graciously interposed to procure us relief from our 
afflicting fears and jealousies, occasioned by the system before men- 
tioned, und to settle peace through every part of your dominions, 
with all humility submitting to vour Majesty's wise consideration 
whether it may not be expedient for facilitating those important pur- 
poses, that your Majesty be pleased to direct some mode, by which

wished for opportunity would soon be restored to them, of evincing 
the sincerity of their professions, by every testimony of devotion 
becoming the most dutiful subjects, and the most affectionate colonists. 

That your Majesty may enjoy a long and prosperous reign, and that 
your descendants may govern your dominions with honor to them- 
selves and happiness to their snbjects, is our sincere and fervent 
prayer.

FRIENDS, COUNTRYMEN, AND BRETHREN! 

By these, and by every other Appellation that may designate the 
Ties, which bind «s to each other, we entreat your serious Attention 
to this our second Attempt to prevent their Dissolution. Remember- 
ance of former Friendships, Pride in the glorious Atchievements of 
our common Ancestors, and Affection for the Heirs of their Virtues, 
have hitherto preserved our mutual Connexion; but when that Friend- 
ship is violated by the grossest Injuries; when the Pride of Ancestry 
becomes our Reproach, and we are no otherwise allied than as Tyrants 
and Slaves; when reduced to the melancholy Alternative of renounce- 
ing your Favour or onr Freedom; can we hesitate about the Choice’ 
Let the Spirit of Britons determine. 

Ina former Address we asserted our Rights, and stated the Injuries 
we had then received. We hoped, that the mention of our Wrongs 
would have roused that honest Indignation whieh has slept too long 
for your Honor, or the Welfare of the Empire. But we have not 
been permitted to entertain this pleasing expectation. Every Day 
brought an accumulation of Injuries, and the Invention of the Min- 
istry has been constantly exercised, in adding to the Caiamities of 
your American Brethren. 

After the most valuable Right of Legislation was infringed: when 
the Powers assumed by your Parliament, in watch wo are not repre- 
sented, and from our local and other Circumstances cannot properly 
be represented, rendered our Property preenrious; utter being denied 
that mode of Trial, to which we have long been indebted for the safety 
of our Persons, and the preservation of our Liberties; ufter being in 
many instances divested of those Laws, which were transmitted to us 
by our common Ancestors, and subjected to anarbitrary Code, compiled 
under the nuspices of Roman Tyrants; after those Charters, which 
encournged our Predecessors to brave Death and Danger in every 
Shape, on unknown Seas, in Deserts unexplored, amidst barbarous and 
inhospitable Nations, were annulled; when, without the form of Trial, 
without a public Accusation, whole Colonies were condemned, their 
Trade destroyed, their Inhabitants impoverished; when Soldiers were 
encournyed to embrue their Hands in the Blood of slmertcans, by otters

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of Impunity; when new modes of Trial were instituted for the ruin of 
the aceused, where the charge carried with it the horrors of conviction; 
when a despotic Government was established in a neighbouring Prov- 
ince, and its Limits extended to every of our Froutiers; we httle imag- 
ined that anv thing conld be added to this black Catalogue of unprovoked 
Injuries: but we have unhappily been deceived, and the late Measures 
of the British Ministry fully convinee us, that their object is the reduc- 
tion of these Colonies to Slavery and Ruin. 

To confirm this Assertion, let us reeal your attention to the Affairs 
of -lmertea, since our last Address. Let us combat. the Calunintes of 
our Enemies; and Iet us warn you of the dangers that threaten vou in 
our destruction. Many of your Fellow-Subjects, whose situation 
deprived them of other Support, drew their Maintenance from the 
Sea: but the deprivation of our Liberty being insufficient to satisfy 
the resentment of our Enemies, the horvors of Famine were super- 
added, and a British Parliament, who, in better times, were the Pro- 
tectors of Innocence and the Patrons of Humanity, have, without 
distinction of Age or Sex, robbed thousands of the Food whieh they 
were accustomed to draw from that inexhaustible Source, placed in 
their neighbourhood by the benevolent Creator. 

Another Act of your Legislature shuts our Ports, and prohibits our 
Trade with any but those States from whom the great Law of self- 
preservation renders it absolutely necessary we should at present with- 
hold our Commerce. But this Act (whatever may have been its design) 
we consider rather as injurious to your Opulence than our Interest. 
All our Commerce terminates with you; and the Wealth we procure 
from other Nations, is soon exchanged for your Superfluities. Our 
remittanees must then cease with our trade: and our refinements with 
our Affuence. We trust, however, that Laws which deprive us of 
every Blessing but a Soil that teems with the neeessarics of Life, and 
that Liberty which renders the enjoyment of them secure, will not 
relax our Vigour in their Defence. 

We might here observe on the Cruelty and Inconsistency of those, 
who, while they publicly Brand us with reproachful and unworthy 
Epithets, endeavour to deprive us of the means of defence. by their 
Interposition with foreign Powers, and to deliver us to the lawless 
Ravages of a merciless Soldiery. But happily we are not withont 
Resourees; and though the timid and humiliating Applications of a 
British Ministry should prevail with foreign Nations, yet Industry, 
prompted by necessity, will not leave us without the necessary Supplies. 
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We could wish to ¢o no further, and, not to wound the Ear of 
Humanity, leave untold those rigorous Acts of Oppression, whieh are 
daily exercised in the Town of Boston, did we not hope, that by dis- 
claiming their Deedsand punishing the Perpetrators, you would shortly 
vindicate the Honour of the Pritish Name, and re-establish the violnted 
Laws of Justice. 

That once popmlons, flourishing and commercial Town is now garri- 
soned by an Army sent not to protect, but to enslave its Inhabitants. 
The civil Government is overturned, and a military Despotism erected 
upon its Ruins. Without Law, without Right, Powers are assumed 
unknown to the Constitution. Private Property is unjustly invaded. 
The Inhabitunts, daily subjected to the Licentiousness of the Soldiery. 
are forbid to remove in Defiance of their natural Rights, in Violation 
of the most solemn Compacts. Or if, after long and wearisome Solici- 
tation, a Pass ix procured, their Effeets are detained, and even those 
who are most favoured, have no Alternative but Poverty or Slavery. 
The Distress of many thousrund People, wantonly deprived of the Nee- 
essaries of Life, is a Subjeet, on whieh we would not wish to enlarge. 

Yet, we cannot but observe, thata British Fleet (unjustified even by 
Acts of your Legislature) are daily employed in ruining our Com- 
merce, seizing our Ships, and depriving whole Communities of their 
daily Bread. Nor willa Regard for yonr Honour permit us to be silent, 
while British Troops sully your Glory, by Actions, which the most 
inveterate Enmity will not palliate among civilized Nations, the wanton 
and unnecessary Destruction of Charlestown, n large, ancient, and once 
populous Town, just before deserted hy its Inhabitants. who had fled 
to avoid the Fury of vour Soldiery. 

If yon still retain those Sentiments of Compassion, by which Britons 
have ever been distinguished, if the Lhimanity, which tempered the 
Valour of our common Ancestors, has not degenerated into Cruelty, 
you will lament the Miseries of their Descendants. 

To what are we to attribute this Treatment! Tf to any secret Prin 
ciple of the Constitution, let it be mentioned; let us learn, that the 
Government, we have long revered, is not without its Defects, and 
that while it gives Freedom to n Part, it necessarily enslaves the 
Remainder of the Empire. If such a Principle exists, why for Ages 
has it ceased to operate? Why at this Time is it called into Action? 
Cnn no Reason be assigned for this Conduct? Or umst it be resolved 
into the wanton Exercise of arbitrary Power! And shall the Deseend- 
unts of Britons tamely submit to this‘/—No, Sirs! We never will, 
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while we revere the Memory of our gallant and virtuous Aucestors, 
we never can surrender those glorious Privileges, for which they 
fought, bled, and conquered. Admit that vour Fleets could destroy 
our Towns, and ravage our Sea-Cousts; these are inconsiderable Objects, 
Things of no Moment to Men, whose Bosoms glow with the Ardor of 
Liberty. We can retire beyond the Reach of your Navy, and, with- 
outany sensible Diminution of the Necessaries of Life, enjoy a Luxury, 
which from that Period you will want—the Luxury of being Free. 

We know the Force of your Arms, and was it called forth in the 
Cause of Justice and your Country, we might dread the Exertion: but 
will Brétons fight under the Banners of Tyranny? Will they counter- 
act the Labours, and disgrace the Victories of their Ancestors? Will 
they forge Chains for their Posterity? If they descend to this unworthy 
Task, will their Swords retain their Edge, their Arms their accustomed 
Vigour? Britons ean never become the Instruments of Oppression, 
till they lose the Spirit of Freedom, by whieh alone they are invincible. 

Our Enemies charge us with Sedition. In what does it consist? In 
our Refusal to submit to unwarrantable Acts of Injustice and Cruelty ¢ 
If so, shew us a Period in your History, in which you have not been 
equally Seditious. 

Weare accused of aiming at Independence; but how is this Accu- 
sation supported? By the Allegations of your Ministers, not by our 
Actions, Abused, insulted, and contemned, what Steps have we pur- 
sued to obtain Redress? We have carried our dutiful Petitions to the 
Throne. We have applied to your Justice for Relief. We have 
retrenehed our Luxury, and withheld our Trade. 

The Advantages of our Commerce were designed as n Compensation 
for your Protection: When you ceased to protect, for what were we to 
compensate? 

What has been the Suceess of our Endeayours? The Clemency of 
our Sovereign is unhappily diverted; our Petitions are treated with 
Indignity; our Prayers answered by Insults. Our Application to you 
remains unnoticed, and leaves us the melancholy Apprebension of your 
wanting either the Will, or the Power, to assist us. 

Even under these Circumstances, what Measures have we taken that 
betray a Desire of Independence? Have we called in the Aid of those 
foreign Powers, who are the Rivals of your Grandeur! When your 
‘Troops were few and defenceless, did we take Advantage of their Dis- 
tress and expel them our Towns? Or have we permitted them to 
fortify, to receiye new Aid, and to acquire additional Strength ? 
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Let not your Enemies and ours persuade you, that in this we were 
inflnenced by Fear or nny other unworthy Motive. The Lives of 
Britons are still dear tous, They are the Children of our Parents, 
and an uninterrupted Intercourse of mutual Benefits had knit the 

sonds of Friendship. When Hostilities were commenced, when on n 
lite Occasion we were wantonly attacked by your Troops, though we 
repelled their Assaults and returned their Blows, yet we lamented the 
Wounds they obliged us to give; nor have we yet leurned to rejoice at 
a Victory over Lnglishmen. 

As we wish not to colour our Actions, or disguise our Thoughts, we 
shall, in the simple Language of Truth, avow the Mensures we have 
pursued, the Motives upon which we have acted, and our future 
Designs. 

When our late Petition to the Throne produced no other Effect than 
fresh Injuries, and Votes of your Legislature, calculated to justify 
every Severity: when your Fleets and your Armies were prepared to 
wrest from us our Property, to rob us of our Liberties or our Lives; 
when the hostile Attempts of General Gage evinced his Designs, we 
levied Armies for our Security and Defence. When the Powers 
vested in the Governor of Cunada, gave us Reason to apprehend Dan- 
ger from that Quarter; und we had frequent Intimations, that a cruel 
and snyage Enemy was to be let loose upon the defenceless Inhabitants 
of our Frontiers; we took such Measures as Prudence dictated, as 
Necessity will justify. We possessed ourselves of Crown Lommet and 
Ticonderoga. Yet give us leave most solemuly to assure vou, that we 
have not yet lost Sight of the Object we have ever had in View, a 
Reconciliation with you on constitutional Principles, and a Restoration 
of that friendly Intercourse, which, to the Advantage of both, we till 
lately maintained. 

The Inhabitants of this Country apply themselves clietly to Agri- 
culture and Conunerce. As their Fashions und Manners are similar 
to yours, your Markets must afford them the Conveniences and Lux- 
uries, for which they exchange the Produee of their Labours. The 
Wealth of this extended Continent centres with vou; and our Trade ts 
so regulated as to be subservient only to your Interest. You are foo 
reasonable to expect. that by Taxes (in Addition to this) we should 
contribute to your Expence; to believe, after diverting the Fountain, 
that the Streams can flow with unabated Foree. 

It has been suid. that we refuse to submit to the Restrictions on our 
Commerce, From whenee is this laference drawn! Not from our 
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Words, we have repeatedly declared the Contrary; and we again pro- 
fess our Submission to the several Acts of Trade and Navigation, 
passed before the Year 1763, trusting, nevertheless, in the Equity and 
Justice of Parliament, that such of them as, upon cool and impartial 
Consideration, shall appear to have imposed unnecessary or grievous 
Restrictions, will, at some happier Period, be repealed or altered. 
And we cheerfully consent to the Operation of sueh Acts of the British 
Parliament, as shall be restrained to the Regulation of our external 
Commerce, for the Purpose of securing the commercial Advantages of 
the whole Empire to the Mother Country, and the commercial Bene- 
fits of its respective Members; excluding every Idea of Taxation inter- 
nal or external, for raising a Revenne on the Subjects in America, 
withont their Consent. 

It is alledged that we contribute nothing to the common Defence. 
To this we answer, that the Advantages which Great Britain receives 
from the Monopoly of our Trade, far exceed our Proportion of the 
Expence necessary for that Purpose. But should these Advantages 
be inadequate thereto, let the Restrictions on our Trade be removed, 
and we will cheerfully contribute such Proportion when constitution- 
ally required. 

It is a fundamental Principle of the ritish Constitution, that every 
Man shonld have at least a Representative Share in the Formation of 
those Laws, by which he is bound. Were it otherwise, the Regulation 
of our interna) Police by a British Parliament, who are and ever will 
be unaequainted with our local Circumstances, must be always incon- 
venient, and frequently oppressive, working our wrong, without yield- 
ing any possible Advantage to you. 

A Plan of Aecommodation (as it has been absurdly called) has been 
proposed by your Ministers to our respective Assemblies. Were this 
Proposal free from every other Objection, but that which arises from 
the Time of the Offer, it would not be unexceptionable. Can Men 
deliberate with the Bayonet at their Breast? Can they treat with 
Freedom, while their Towns are sacked; when daily Instances of Injus- 
tice and Oppression disturb the slower Operations of Reason! 

If this Proposal is really such as you would offer and we accept, 
why was it delayed till the Nation was put to useless expence, and we 
were reduced to our present melancholy Situation? If it holds forth 
nothing, why was it proposed? Unless indeed to deceive you Into a 
Belief, that we were unwilling to listen to any Terms of Acconnnoda- 
tion. But what is submitted to our Consideration? We contend for 
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the Disposal of our Property. We are told that onr Demand is 
unreasonable, that our Assemblies may indeed collect onr Money, but 
that they must at the same Time offer, not what your Exigencies or 
ours may require, but so much as shall be deemed sufficient to satisfy 
the Desires of a Minister and enable him to provide for Favourites and 
Dependants. A Recurrence to your own Treasury will convince you 
how little of the Money already extorted from us has been applied to 
the Relicf of your Burthens. To suppose that we would thus grasp 
the Shadow and give up the Substance, is adding Insult to Injuries, 

We have nevertheless again presented an humble and dutiful Peti- 
tion to our Sovereign, nnd to remove every imputation of Obstinacy. 
have requested his Majesty to direct some Mode, by which the united 
Applications of his faithful Colonists may be improved into a happy 
and permanent Reconciliation. Weare willing to trent on such Terms 
as can alone render an accommodation lasting, und we flatter ourselves 
that our pacific Endeayours will be attended with a removal of minis- 
terial Troops, and a repeal of those Laws, of the Operation of which 
we complain, on the one part, and a disbanding of our Army, and a 
dissolution of our commercial Associations, on the other. 

Yet conclude not from this that we propose to surrender our Prop- 
erty into the Hands of your Ministry, or vest your Parliament with a 
Power which may terminate in our Destruction. The great Bulwarks 
of our Constitution we have desired to maintain by every temperate, 
by every peaceable Means; but your Ministers (equal Foes to British 
and sclrertcan freedom) have added to their former Oppresstons an 
Attempt to reduee us by the Sword to a base and abject snbuiission. 
On the Sword, therefore, we ure compelled to rely for Protection. 
Should Victory deelare in your Favour, yet Men trained to Arms from 
their Infancy, and animated by the Love of Liberty, will afford neither 
n cheap or easy Conquest. Of this at least we are assured, that our 
Struggle will be glorious, our Success certain; since even iu Death we 
shall tind that Freedom which in Life you forbid us to enjoy. 

Let us now ask what Advantages are to attend onv Reduction? the 
Trade of a ruined and desolate Conntry is always incousiderable, its 
Revenue trifling; the Expenee of subjecting and retaining it in subjec- 
tion certain and inevitable. What then remains but the gratitication 
of an ill-jadged Pride, or the hope of reudering ns subservient to 
designs on your Liberty. 

Soldiers who have sheathed their Swords in the Bowels of their 
American Brethren, will not draw them with more reluctance aeniins! 
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you. When too late you may lament the loss of that freedom, which 
we exhort you, while still in your Power, to preserve. 

On the other hand, should you prove unsueeessful; should that Con- 
nexion, Which we most ardently wish to maintain, be dissolved; shonld 
your Ministers exhaust your Treasures and waste the Blood of your 
Countrymen in vain Attempts on onr Liberty; do they not deliver 
yon, weak and defenceless, to your natural Enemies’ 

Since then your Liberty must be the price of your Victories; your 
Runin, of yonr Defeat: What blind Fatality can urge you to a pursuit 
destructive of all that Britons hold dear? 

If you have no regard to the Connexion that has for Ages subsisted 
between us; if you have forgot the Wounds we have received tighting 
by your Side for the extention of the Empire; if our Commerce is not 
an object below your consideration; if Justice and Humanity have 
lost their influence on your Hearts; still Motives are not wanting to 
excite your Indignation at the Measures now pursued; Your Wealth, 
your Honour, your Liberty are at Stake. 

Notwithstanding the Distress to which we are reduced, we some- 
times forget our own Afilictions, to anticipate and sympathize in 
yours. We grieve that rash and inconsiderate Councils should pre- 
cipitate the destruction of an Impire, whieh has been the envy and 
admiration of Ages, and call God to witness! that we would part with 
onr Property, endanger our Lives, and sacrifice every thing but Lib- 
erty, to redeem yon from ruin. 

A Cloud hangs over vour Heads and ours; ’ere this reaches you, ìt 
may probably burst upon us; let us then (before the remembrance of 
former Kindness is obliterated) onee more repeat those Appellations 
which are ever grateful in our Kars; let us entreat Heaven to avert 
our Ruin, and the Destruction that threatens our Friends, Brethren 
and Countrymen, on the other side of the Atlantic. 


Ordered, That the Address be published and a number 
of them sent by Mt Penn to England.’ 

The Letter to the Lord Mayor, &c., being read again 
and debated, was approved, and is as follows: 
MY LORD, 


Permitt the Delegates of the people of twelve antient coloutes, to 
pay y” Lordship, and the very respectable body of which yon are head,

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the just tribute of gratitude and thanks, for the virtuous and unso- 
licited resentment you have shewn to the violated rights of a free peo- 
ple. The city of London, my Lord, having in all aves, approved itself 
the patron of liberty, and the support cf just government, against law- 
less tyranny and oppression, cannot fuil to wake ns deeply sensible of 
the powerful aid, our eause must receive from such advocates. A 
eause, my Lord, worthy the support of the first city in the world, as 
it involves the fate of a great continent, and threntens to shake the 
foundations of a flourishing, and, nutil lately. a happy empire. 

North Ameriea, my Lord, wishes most ardently for a lasting con- 
nection with Great Britain on terms of just and equal liberty; less 
than which generous minds will not otfer, nor brave and free ones be 
willing to receive. 

A cruel war has at length been opened ag* us, and whilst we pre- 
pare to defend ourselves like the deseendants of Britons, we still hope 
that the mediation of wise and good citizens, will at length prevail 
over despotism, and restore harmony and peace, on permanent princi- 
ples, to an oppressed and divided empire. 

We have the honor to be, my Lord, 
With great esteem, v” Lordship’s 
Faithful friends and fellow-snbjeets.

The Congress entertain the highest sense of the wise and worthy 
interposition of the Lord Mayor and Livery of London, in favour of 
injured America. They have expressed this, their sense, in a letter 
to his Lordship and the livery, which we desire may be presented in 
the manner most agreeable to that respectable body. 

You will oblige us, Gentlemen, by giving the most early informa- 
tion to the Congress, and to the speakers of our respective assemblies, 
of your proceeding in this business, and such further intelligence as 
you may judge to be of importance to America in this great contest.

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On motion, that he be introduced; he was introduced 
accordingly. 

After he withdrew, 

The Committee appointed to prepare proper talks to 
the Indians reported the same, which was read. 

The Committee appointed to devise ways and means 
for putting the militia in a proper state of defence, brought 
in their report, which was read. 

M: [John] Alsop informed the Congress that he had an 
Invoice of Indian goods, which a gentleman in this town 
had delivered to him and which the s? Gentleman was 
wilhng to dispose of to the Congress. 

Ordered that ME P{hilip] Livingston, M! [Patrick] 
Henry and M: [John] Alsop be a Committee to examine 
s? Invoice and report to the Congress. 

The Congress resumed the consideration of the Com- 
mittee respecting the Militia, and after some debate the 
samne was deferred till to Morrow. 

The order of the day put off, and the Congress adjonrned 
till to Morrow. 


TUESDAY, JULY 11, 1775 


The Congress met according to adjournment. 

The report of the Committee on Indian Affairs was 
restuned and, after some debate, the same was deferred 
till to Morrow. 

On Information that there were two companies of riffle- 
men raised in Lancaster instead of one, 

Resolved, That both the companies be taken into the 
continental service. 

On motion, Resolved, That the delegates from Pensyl- 
vania have liberty to treat with and employ 50 Hussars, 
who have been in actual service, and send them forward 
to join the troops before Boston under Gen! Washington. 
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“An address ead ppherticn—trendetecates—of the 
serer of the deputies from the different parishes of the 


Islands of Bermuda,” to the Congress, was presented and 
read.’ 

The order of the day was postponed and the Congress 
adjourned till to Morrow at nine o'Clock. 


WEDNESDAY, JULY 12, 1775 


The Congress met according to adjournment. 

Information being given that there was a gentleman 
from the province of Quebec in town who could give some 
intelligence of the disposition of the Canadians, 

On motion, Resolved, that he be called in, and he was 
accordingly introduced and examined. 

Two letters, one from N{icholas}] Cooke,’ lieut. Gov- 
ernor of Rhode Island, the other from Gen! [Artemas] 
Ward’ were read. 

The report of the Committee on Indian affairs was 
then taken into consideration, which being debated by 
paragraphs, the Congress came to the following Reso- 
lutions: 

That the securing and preserving the friendship of the 
Indian Nations, appears to be a subject of the utmost 
moment to these colonies. 

That there is too much reason to apprehend that Ad- 
ministration will spare no pains to exeite the several Na- 
tions of Indians to take up arms against these colonies; 
and that it becomes us to be very active and vigilant in 
exerting every prudent means to strengthen and confirm 
the friendly disposition towards these colonies, which has

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long prevailed among the northern tribes, and which has 
been lately manifested by some of those to the southward. 

As the Indians depend on the Colonists for arms, am- 
munition, and cloathing, which are become necessary to 
their subsistance, That Commissioners be appointed by 
this Congress, to superintend Indian affairs in behalf of 
their colonies. 

That there be three departments of Indians, the north- 
ern, middle and southern. The northern to extend so 
far south as to include the whole of the Indians known 
by the name of the Six Nations, and all the Indians north- 
ward of those nations. The southern department to 
extend so far north as to inelude the Cherokees, and all 
the Indians that may be to the southward of them. The 
middle to contain the Indian Nations that lie between the 
other two departments.’ 

That five Commissioners be appointed for the southern 
department. 

That for each of the other two departments, there be 
appointed three conimissioners. 

That the commissioners have power to treat with the 
Indians in their respective departments, in the name, and 
on behalf of the united colonies, in order to preserve 
peace and friendship with the s* Indians, and to prevent 
their taking any part in the present commotions. 

That the Commissioners for the sonthern department, 
recelve from the continental treasury the snm of ten 
thousand dollars; the commissioners for the middle and 
northern department, the sum of six thousand six hun- 
dred and sixty-six dollars and two-thirds of a dollar for 
each of their respective departments, for defraying the 
expence of treaties and presents to the Indians.

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That the Commissioners respectively have power to take 
to their assistance gentlemen of influence among the Indi- 
aus, in whom they can confide, and to appoint Agents, 
residing near or among the Indians, to watch the conduct 
of the superintendants and their emissaries. 

That in ease the Commissioners for the respective dis- 
tricts, or any one of them in either district, shall have 
satisfactory proof, that the King’s superintendants, their 
deputies or agents, or any other person whatsoever, are 
active in stirring up or inciting the Indians or any of 
them, to become inimical to the American colonies, such 
Commissioners or commissioner, ought to cause such 
superintendent or other offender, to be seized and kept in 
safe custody until order shall be taken therein by a ma- 
jority of the Commissioners of the districts where such 
seizure is made, or by the Continental Congress, or a 
committee of s* Congress, to whom such seizure, with the 
causes of it, shall, as soon as possible after, be made 
known. 

That the Commissioners shall exhibit fair accounts of 
the expenditure of all monies by them respectively to be 
received for the purposes aforesaid, to every succeeding 
Continental Congress, or committee of Congress, together 
with a general state of Indian affairs, in their several de- 
partments; in order that the colonies may be informed 
from time to time, of every such matter as may coneern 
them to know and avail themselves of, for the benefit of 
the common cause. 

That as there is a seminary for the instruction of In- 
dian youth, which has been established under the care ct 
doetor Wheelock,’ on Connecticut River; and as there 
are nine or ten Indian youth at that school, chiefly from 
the tribes residing in Quebec; and as for want of a proper

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fund, there is danger that these youth may be sent back 
to their friends, which will probably excite jealousy and 
distrust, and be attended with bad consequences, 

[ Resolved, | that the Commissioners for Indian Affairs in 
the northern Department, be anthorized to receive out of 
the continental treasury, a sum not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars, to be apphed by them for the support of the 
sê Indian youths. 

Resolved, that the election of the Commissioners be de- 
ferred till to Morrow. 

On motion, Resolved, That a committee of five be ap- 
pointed to devise ways and means to protect the trade of 
these Colonies. 

The Congress then proceeded to the election of the 
committee and the following persons were chosen, viz: 
Mr. [John] Jay, Mr. [Benjamin] Franklin, Mr. [Chris- 
topher] Gadsden, Mr. [Silas] Deane, and Mr. [Riehard 
Henry | Lee. 

Resolved, that the consideration of the report of the 
committee respecting the Militia be entered upon to 
Morrow. 

The order of the day was postponed and the Congress 
adjourned till to Morrow at 8 0’ Clock. 

THURSDAY, JULY 13, 1775 


The Cougress met according to adjournment. 
The Committee appointed to prepare a speech to the 
Indians, reported the same. 
The speech to the Six Nations being read and debited 
by paragraphs was agreed to and is as follows: —

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A Speech to the Six Confederate Nations, Mohawks, Oneidas, Tusea- 
roras, Onondagus, Cayuyas, Senekas, from the Twelve United Colo- 
nics, convened in Council at Philadelphia. 


BROTHERS, SACHEMS, AND WARRIORS, 

We. the Delegates from the Twelve United Provinces, viz. New 
Hanipshire, Massachusetts Bay, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, the three lower counties of New Castle, 
Kent, and Sussex, on Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina, 
and South Carolina, now sitting in general Congress at Philadelphia, 
send this talk to you our brothers. We are sixty-five in number, 
chosen and appointed by the people throughout all these provinces 
and colonies, to meet and sit together in one great council, to consult 
together for the common good of the land, and speak and act for them. 

Brothers, in our consultation we have judged it proper and neces- 
sary to send you this talk, as we are upon the same island, that you 
may be informed of the reasons of this great council, the situation of 
our civil constitution, and our disposition towards you our Indian 
brothers of the Six Nations and their allies. 

(Three Strings, or a small Belt.) 


BROTHERS AND FRIENDS, NOW ATTEND, 

When our fathers crossed the great water and came over to this 
land, the king of England gave them a talk: assuring them that they 
and their children should be his children, and that if they would leave 
their native country and make settlements, and live here, and buy, and 
sell, and trade with their brethren beyond the water, they should still 
keep hold of the same covenant chain and enjoy peaee.—And it was 
coveninted, that the fields, houses, goods and possessions which our 
fathers should nequire, should remain to them as their own, and be 
their children’s forever, and at their sole disposal. 

Trusting that this covenant should never be broken, our fathers 
caine a great distance beyond the great water, laid out their money 
here, built houses, cleared fields, mised crops, and through their own 
labour and industry grew tall and strong. 

They have bought, sold and traded with England according to agree- 
ment, sending to them such things as they wanted, and taking in 
exchange such things as were wanted here. 

The king of England and his people kept the way open for more 
than one hundred years, und by our trade became richer, and by a 
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nnion with us, greater and stronger than the other kings and people 
who live beyond the water. 

All this time they hved in great friendship with us, and we with 
them; for we are brothers—one blood. 

Whenever they were struck, we instantly felt as though the blow 
had been given to us—their enemies were our cnemies. 

Whenever they went to war, we sent our men to stand by their side 
and fight for them, and our money to help them and make them strong. 

They thanked us for our love, and sent us good talks, and renewed 
their promise to be one people forever. 


BROTHERS AND FRIENDS, OPEN A KIND EAR! 

We will now tell you of the quarrel betwixt the counsellors of king 
George and the inhabitants and colontes of America. 

Many of his counsellors are proud and wicked men.—They persuade 
the king to break the covenant chain, and not to send us any more 
good talks. A considerable number have prevailed upon him to enter 
into a new covenant against us, and have torn asunder and cast behind 
their backs the good old covenant which their ancestors and ours 
entered into, and took strong hold of. 

They now tell us they will slip their hand into our pocket withont 
asking, as though it were there own; and at their pleasure they will 
take from ns our charters or written civil constitution, which we love 
as our lives—also our plantations, our houses and goods whenever they 
please, without asking onr leave. That onr vessels may go to this 
island in the sea, but to this or that particular island we shall not trade 
any more.—And in case of our non-compliance with these new orders, 
they shut up our harbours. 

Brotbers, this is our present situation—thus have many of the king's 
counsellors and servants dealt with us.—If we submit, or comply with 
their demands, you can easily perceive to whatstate we will be reduced. — 
If our people labour on the tield, they will not know who shall enjoy 
the crop.—If they hunt in the woods, it will be nneertain who shall 
taste of the meat or have the skins. —If they build houses, they will 
not know whether they may sit round the fire, with their wives and 
children. They cannot be sure whether they shall be permitted to ent, 
drink, und wear the frnits of their own labour and industry. 


BROTHERS AND FRIENDS OF TUE Six NATIONS, ATTEND, 
We upon this islind have often spoke and intreated the king and 
his servants the counsellors, that peace and harmony might still con- 
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tinue between us—that we cannot part with or fose our hold of the old 
covenant chain which united our fathers and theirs—that we want to 
brighten this chain—and keep the way open as our fathers did; that we 
want to live with them as brothers, labour, trade, travel abroad, eat 
and drink in peace. We have often asked them to love us and live in 
such friendship with us as their fathers did with ours. 

We told them again that we judged we were exceedingly injured, 
that they might as well kill us, as take away our property and the nec- 
essuries of life. —We have asked why they treat us thus/—What has 
become of our repeated addresses and supplications to thems Who 
hath shut the ears of the king to the cries of his children in America? 
No soft answer—no pleasant voice from beyond the water has yet 
sounded in our ears. 

Brothers, thus stands the matter betwixt old England and America. 
You Indians know how things are proportioned in a family—between 
the father and the son—the child carries a little pack—KEngland we 
regard as the father—this island may be compared to the son. 

The father basa numerous family—both at home and upon this 
island. —He appoints a great number of servants to assist him in the 
‘government of his family. In process of time, some of his servants 
grow proud and ill-natured —they were displeased to see the boy so 
alert and walk so nimbly with his pack. They tell the father, and 
advise him to enlarge the child’s pack—they prevail—the pack is 
increased—the child takes it up again—as he thought it might be the 
father’s pleasure—speaks but few words—those very small— for he was 
loth to offend the father. Those proud and wicked servants finding 
they had prevailed, laughed to sce the boy sweat and stagger under his 
increased load. By and by, they apply to the father to double the boy’s 
pack, because they heard him complain—and without any reason said 
thev— he is n cross child—correct him if he complains any more.—The 
boy intreats the father—addresses the great servants in a decent man- 
ner, that the pack might be lightened—he could not go any farther 
humbly asks, if the old fathers, in any of their records, had described 
such a pack for the child—after all the tears and entreaties of the child, 
the pack is redoubled—the child stands a little, while staggering under 
the weight—ready to fall every moment. However he entreats the 
father onee more, though so faint he could only lisp out his last humble 
supplication— waits a while—no voice returns. The child concludes 
the father could not hear—those proud servants had intercepted his 
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supplications, or stopped the ears of the father. He therefore vives 
one struggle and throws off the pack, and says he cannot take it up 
again—such a weight would crush him down and kill him—and he can 
but die if he refuses. 

Upon this, those servants are very wroth—and tell the father many 
false stories respecting the child they bring a great cudgel to the 
father, asking hin to take it In his hand and strike the child. 

This may serve to illustrate the present condition of the king's 
American subjects or children. 

Amidst these oppressions we now and then hear a mollifying and 
reviving voice from some of the king’s wise counsellors, who are our 
friends and feel for our distresses, when they heard our complaints and 
our cries, they applied to the king, also told those wicked servants, 
that this child in America was not a cross boy, it had sufficient reason 
for crying. and if the cause of its complaint was neglected, it would 
soon assume the voice of aman, plead for justice Hke aman, and defend 
its rights and support the old covenant chain of the fathers. 


BROTIERS, LISTEN! 

Notwithstanding all onr entreaties, we have but little hope the king 
will send us any more good talks, by reason of his evil counsellors; 
they have persnaded him to send an army of soldiers and many ships 
of war, to rob and destroy us, They have shut up many of our har- 
hours, seized and taken into possession many of our vessels: the soldiers 
have strnek the blow, killed some of our people, the blood now runs 
of the American children: They have also burned our houses and towns, 
and taken much of our goods. 

Brothers! We are now necessitated to rise, and forced to ticht, or 
vive np our civil constitution, runaway und leave our farms and houses 
behind ns. This must not be. Since the king's wieked counscllors 
will not open their ears, and consider our just complaints, and the 
cause of our weeping, and hath given the blow, we ave determined to 
drive away the king's soldiers, and to kill and destroy all those wicked 
luen we find in arms against the peace of the twelve United Colonies 
upon this island. We think our cause is just; therefore hope God will 
be on our side, We do not take up the hatehet and struggle for honor 
and conquest; but to maintain our civil constitution and religious privi- 
leges, the very same for which our forefathers left their native land and 
eame to this country. 
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BROTHERS AND FRIENDS! 

We desire you will hear and receive what we have now told you, 
and that you will open a good cur and listen to what we are now going 
to say. This isa family quarrel between us and Old England. You 
Indians are not concerned in it. We don’t wish you to take up the 
hatchet against the king’s troops. We desire you to remain at home, 
and not join on either side, but keep the hatehet buried deep. In the 
name and in behalf of all our people, we ask and desire you to love 
peace and maintain it, and to loveand sympathise with us in our troubles; 
that the path may he kept open with all our people and yours, to puss 
and repass, without molestation. 

Brothers! we live upon the same ground with you. The same island 
is our common birth-place. We desire to sit down under the same 
tree of peace with you: let us water its roots and eherish its growth, 
till the large leaves and flourishing branches shall extend to thesetting 
sun, und reach the skies. 

BROTHERS, OBSERVE WELL! 

What is it we haveasked of you? Nothing but peace, notwithstand- 
ing our present disturbed situation—and if application should be made 
to you by any of the king’s unwise and wicked ministers to join on 
their side, we only advise you to deliberate, with great cantion, and in 
your wisdom look forward to the consequences of acomplianee. For, 
if the king’s troops take away our property, and destroy us who are 
of the same blood with theniselves, what can you, who are Indians, 
expect from them afterwards? 

Therefore, we say, brothers, take care—hold fast to your covenant 
chain. You now know our disposition towards you, the Six Nations 
of Indians, nnd your allies. Let this our good talk remain at Onon- 
daga, your central council house. We depend upon you to send and 
acquaint your allies to the northward, the seven tribes on the river St. 
Lawrence, that you have this talk of ours at the great council fire of 
the Six Nations. And when they return, we invite your great men to 
come and converse farther with us at Albany, where we intend to 
re-kindle the council fire, which your and our ancestors sat round in 
great friendship. 

Brothers and Friends! 
We greet you all farewell. 
(The large belt of intelligence and declaration.) 
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BROTHERS! 

We have said we wish you Indians nuy continue in peace with one 
another, and with us the white people. Let us both be cautious in our 
behaviour towards each other ut this critieal state of affairs. This 
island now trembles, the wind whistles from ulmost every quarter— 
let us fortify our minds and shut our ears against false rumors—let us 
he cautious what we receive for truth, unless spoken by wise and good 
men. If any thing disagreeable should ever fall out between us, the 
twelve United Colonies, and you, the Six Nations, to wound onr peace, 
let us immediately seek measures for healing the breach. From the 
present situation of our affairs, we judge it wise and expedient to 
kindJe up a small council fire at Albany, where we may hear each 
other’s voice, and disclose onr minds more fully to each other. 

(A small belt.) 


Ordered, That a similar talk be prepared for the other 
Indian nations, preserving the tenor of the above, and 
altering it so as to suit the Indians in the several depart- 
ments. 

The Congress then proveeded to the choice of Commis- 
sioners for the several departments. After some debate, 
agreed that the nomination of the Commissioners for the 
southern department be postponed till Tuesday next. 

Mr. [Benjamin] Franklin, Mr. [Patrick] Henry, and 
Mr. [James] Wilson, were unanimously eleeted for the 
middle department. 

On motion, Resolved, that there be one more added to 
the number of the Commissioners for the Northern De- 
partment. 

The following gentlemen were chosen, viz: Gen: Philip 
Schuyler, Major Joseph Hawley, ME Turbot Francis and 
M: Oliver Woolcot, and 

On motion, agreed, that M: Volkert P. Douw be’ 

Resolved, that the Congress will to Morrow take into 
consideration the report of the Committee on the Militia.

FRIDAY, JULY 14, 1775 


The Congress met according to adjournment. 

Agreeable to the order of yesterday the Congress re- 
sumed the consideration of the report of the Committee 
on the militia, and after some debate, the same was re- 
ferred till to Morrow ||for farther consideration. || 

A motion being made by Doct! [Benjamin] Franklin 
and seconded, 

Resolved, that the same be taken into consideration to 
Morrow morning. 

The order of the day was postponed and the Congress 
adjourned till to Morrow at 8 o’Clock. 


SATURDAY, JULY 15, 1775 


The Congress met according to adjournment. 

Agreeable to the order of yesterday, the motion made 
by M: F[ranklin] was taken into consideration, and after 
some debate they eame to the following Resolution :— 

Whereas, the government of Great Britain hath pro- 
hibited the exportation of arms and ammunition to any 
of the plantations, and endeavoured to prevent other 
nations from supplying us: 

Resolved, That for the better furnishing these eolonies 
with the necessary means of defending their rights, every 
vessel importing Gun powder, Salt petre, Sulphur, pro- 
vided they bring with the sulphur four times as much 
salt petre, brass field-pieces, or good muskets fitted with 
Bayonets, within nine Months from the date of this reso- 
lution, shall be permitted to load and export the produce 
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of these colonies, to the value of such powder and stores 
afores", the non -exportation agreement notwithstanding ; 
and it is recommended to the committees of the several 
provinees to inspeet the military stores so imported, and 
to estimate a generous price for the same, according to 
their goodness, and permit the importer of such powder 
and other military stores aforesaid, to export the value 
thereof and no more, in produce of any kind. 

Ordered, That a copy of the above be delivered to the 
delegates of the Colony of Pensylvania, who are desired 
to request the committee of this city to forward the same 
in hand bills to the West Indies and sneh places as they 
think proper, taking care that it be not published in the 
news papers.’ 

Extraets from sundry intercepted letters from L? Dart- 
mouth to Gov: Wright and Gov! Martin were laid before 
the Congress, and read. 

The Congress then resumed the talk to the Stockbridge 
[Indians], which was agreed to, and is as follows:

On motion, Resolved, That the Congress will, on Thurs- 
day next, attend divine service together, both morning 
and after noon. 

Resolved, That M: [Thomas] Lynch, and M: [John] 
Dickinson, wait on M: [Jacob] Duché, and request him 
to preach for the Congress on next Thursday morning, 
and to wait upon Doct! [Francis] Allison, and request him 
to preach at his Church for the Congress, on the after 
noon of the said day. 

Adjourned till Monday next at 5 o' Clock.

Worster di- 
reeting him to send in the most expeditious manner one 
thousand of the Connecticut forces under his command 
to Albany, there to remain eneamped, until they shall 
receive orders from General Sehuyler as to their future 
proceedings. 

Resolved, That a commissary of stores and provisions 
be appomted for the New York department, during the 
present campaign. 

By un[Lanimons] vote Walter Livingston was chosen. 

That a deputy quarter master general be appointed for 
the said department. 

M: Donald Campbell unanimously elected. 

Ordered, That M: Campbell, have the rank of Colonel 
in the army. 

That a deputy muster master be appointed for s“ depart- 
ment. 

M: Gunning Bedford elected. 

Resolved, That the Convention of New York be desired 
to recommend to Gen! Schuyler, a proper person for a 
deputy adjutant general or a Brigade Major, for the army 
in the New York department. 

Upon motion, Resolved, That M: [Thomas] Cushing, 
M: [Patrick] Henry and M: [Silas] Deane be a committee 
to confer with M: [Samuel] Kirkland, and report what in 
their opinion is an adequate compensation for his services 
among the Indians.

TUESDAY, JULY 18, 1775 


Met according to adjournment. 

The Committee appointed to confer with M! [Samuel] 
Kirkland brought in their report which being taken into 
consideration, 

Resolved, That there be and there is hereby allowed to 
the Rev? M: Samuel Kirkland three hundred dollars to 
discharge the expences he has been at among the Indians 
of the Six Nations, and to defray the expences of his Jour- 
ney from and to the Oneida Country and that he receive 
the same out of the Continental Treasury. 

And it is hereby recommended to the Commissioners of 
the Northern Department to employ the s? M: Kirkland 
among the Indians of the Six Nations, in order to secure 
their friendship and to continue them in a state of Neu- 
trality with respect to the present controversy between 
Great Britain and these Colontes. 

The Congress resumed the report of the Committee for 
putting the Militia into a proper state of defence and after 
debating the same by paragraphs came to the following 
resolutions: 

Resolved, That it be recommended to the inhabitants of 
all the nnited English Colonies in North America. that all 
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able bodied effective men, between sixteen and fifty years 
of age in each eolony, immediately form themselves into 
regular companies of Militia, to consist of one Capt", two 
hentenants, one ensign, four serjeants, four eorporals, 
one clerk, one drummer, one fifer, and about 68 privates. 

That the officers of each company be chosen by the 
respective eompanies. 

That each soldier be furnished with a good musket, 
that will carry an ounce ball, with a bayonet, steel ram - 
rod, worm, priming wire and brush fitted thereto, a eut- 
ting sword or tomhawk, a cartridge-box, that will contain 
23 rounds of cartridges, twelve flints and a knapsaek. 

That the Companies be formed into Regiments or Bat- 
talions, officered with a Colonel, lieutenant Colonel, two 
Majors, an Adjutant, and Quarter Master. 

That all officers above the Rank of a captain, be ap- 
poiuted by their respeetive provincial assemblies or con- 
ventions, or in their recess, by the committees of safety 
appointed by s? assemblies or conventions. 

That all officers be commissioned by the provincial 
Assemblies or conventions, or in their recess by the com- 
mittees of safety appointed by st Assemblies or couven- 
tions. 

That all the Militia take proper care to aequire military 
skill, and be well prepared for defence by being each man 
provided with one pound of good gun powder, aud four 
pounds of ball, fitted to his gun. 

That one fourth part of the Militia in every Colony, be 
selected for minute men, of such persons as are willing 
to enter into this necessary service, formed into eom- 
panies and Battalions, and their officers ehosen and com- 
missioued as aforesaid, to be ready on the shortest notice, 
to march to any place where their assistanee may be re- 
quired, for the defence of their own or a neighbouring 
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colony; And as these minute men may eventually be 
called to action before the whole body of the militia are 
sufficiently trained, it is reeommended that a more par- 
tieular and diligent attention be paid to their instrmetion 
in military discipline. 

That such of the minute men, as desire it, be relieved 
by new draughts as aforesaid, from the whole body of 
the Militia, once in four months. 

As there are some people, who, from religious princei- 
ples, cannot bear arms in any ease, this Congress intend 
no violence to their consciences, but earnestly recom- 
mend it to them, to contribute liberally in this time of 
universal calamity, to the relief of their distressed breth - 
ren in the several colonies, and to do all other services to 
their oppressed Conntry, which they can consistently 
with their religious prineiples. 

That it be recommended to the assemblies or Conven- 
tions in the respective colonies to provide, as soon as 
possible, sufficient stores of ammunition for their eolo- 
nies; Also that they devise proper means for furnishing 
with Arms, such effective men as are poor and unable to 
furnish themselves. 

That it be recommended to each Colony to appoint a 
committee of safety, to superintend and direct all matters 
necessary for the security and defence of their respective 
colonies, in the recess of their assemblies and conventions. 

That each colony, at their own expence, make such 
provision by armed vessels or otherwise, as their respee - 
tive assemblies, conventions, or committees of safety 
shall judge expedient and sintable to their circumstanees 
and situations, for the protection of their harbours and 
navigation on their sea coasts, against all unlawful inva- 
sions, attacks, and depredations, from cutters and ships of 
war. 


- 
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That it be recommended to the makers of arms for the 
use of the Militia, that they make good snbstantial mus- 
kets, with barrels three feet and half 1n length, that will 
earry an ounce ball, and fitted with a good bayonet and 
steel ram-rod, and that the making snch arms be encour- 
aved in these United Colonies. 

Where in any colony a militia is already formed under 
regulations approved of by the convention of such colony, 
or by such assemblies as are annually elective, we refer 
to the diseretion of such convention or assembly, either 
to adopt the foregoing regulations in the whole or in part, 
or to eoutinue their former, as they, on consideration of 
all circumstances, shall think best.’ 

Adjourned till to Morrow at 8 o’Cloek. 


WEDNESDAY, JULY 19, 1775 


Met according to adjournment. 

The president laid before Congress a Letter from the 
General, with sundry papers enclosed, which were read 
and being taken into consideration, ° 

Ordered, That Mr. [James] Wilson apply to the com- 
mittee of the city and liberties of Philadelphia, and re- 
quest them to make diligent enquiry what q[uanti]ty of 
Duek, Russia sheeting, tow cloth, Oznaburgs and tick- 
lenburgs can be procured in this city, and make return as 
soon as possible to this Congress. 

Resolved, That Joseph Trunibull be commissary general 
of stores and provisions for the army of the United 
Colonies.

Sr. As we appear so late in the American Cause, We must introduce ourselves 
with Expressions of Regret, that our Provinee has been so long divided, A Number 
of Incidents have Contributed thereto, which we think the less necessary to particu- 
larize as we hope they are pretty well got over.— 

It gives us therefore pleasure to inform You, That a Provincial Congress being 
appointed to be held at Savannah, was accordingly opened on Tuesday the {" Instant, 
to which every Parish has sent Delegates, except the two Small Parishes of St James 
and St Patrick,—These Parishes are Seareely inhabited and we do not Suppose Con- 
tain a Seore of Freeholders Inhabitants. Some Parishes that upon former Ovcasions 
seemed rather reluctant and even Protested against our Proceedings have manifested 
a very Laudable Zeal upon this Occasion. Several Gentlem? in this Place that have 
been hitherto neuter or declared against America, now Speak of the Proceedings of 
Parliament, as Illegal and Oppressive. We flatter ourselves for the future You may 
look upon Us as an United People. 

The Congress addressed our Governor, that he would appoint a Day of Fasting and 
Prayer to obtain a Happy Reconciliation with the Parent State, To which he Sent a 
very Civil answer in writing, importing, that he could not look upon the Congress 
as a Constitutional Meeting, but would certainly comply with their request and issue 
his Proelamation aceordingly— 

We have also proceeded to the Choice of Delegates to represent Us in Continental 
Congress, when John Houstoun, Arch” Bullock Esq™ The Rev? D° Zubly, Lyman 
Halland Noble Wimberly Jones Esq™ were duly Elected, One of these Gentlemen is 
with you, and three others have agreed to attend the Congress with all convenient 
Speed, And we doubt not will be received as their great Zeal for the Common Cause 
deserves. 

We have already Resolved strictly to adhere to the Continental Association, and 
are heartily disposed Zealonsly to Enter into every measure that your Congress may 
deem necessary for the Saving of America,

Franklins Articles of Confederation ' 


Articles of Confederation and perpetual Union, entred into rere 
proposed by the Delegates of the several Colonies of New Hampshire, 
&e, in general Congress met at Philadelphia, May 10, 1775. 


Ant. I. 


The Name of this Confederacy shall henceforth be Zhe United 
Colonies of North America. 


Art. LI. 


The said United Colonies hereby severally enter into a firm League 
of Friendship with each other, binding ou themselves and their Pos- 
terity, for their common Defence and Offenee; against their Enemies 
for the Seeurity of their Liberties and Propertys, the Safety of their 
Persons and Families, and their eemmenrend mutual and general 
Welfare. 


'In a volume of the Papers of the Continental Congress No. 9, containing a history of 
the Confederation, the tirst entry in the writing of Charles Thomson reads: 

“July 21. 1775. Agreeably to Order the Congress resolved itself into a Commit- 
tee of the whole to take into Consideration the State of America, when doet. B. 
Franklin submitted to their Consideration the following Sketel of Articles of Con- 
federation.” 

The original MS. is in No. 47, folio}, It has long been believed that the trade 
propositions submitted by Franklin on this day originally formed part of the Arhicles 
of Confederation, and the two documents are usually printed together. In 1775a 
british veesel captured copieson their way to South Carolina and the two papers were 
published ag one; and again in the clrehives of New Jersey, vol. X, p. 091. But 
Thomson’sentry must beconelusive. The Articles were probably submitted by Frank- 
lin of his own motion. 
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That each Colony shall enjoy and retain as much as it may think fit 
of its own present Laws, Customs, Rights, eed Privileges, and pecu- 
liar Jurisdictions within its own Limits; and may amend its own Con- 
stitution as shall seem best to its own Assembly or Convention. 


oer. LV. 


That for the more convenient Management of general Interests, 
Delegates shal] be annually eleeted in each Colony to meet in General 
Congress at such Time and Place as shall he agreed on in eeek the 
next preceding Congress. Only where particular Circumstances do 
not make a Deviation necessary, it is understood to be a Rule, that 
each succeeding Congress be held in a different Colony till the whole 
Number be gone through, and so in perpetual Rotation; and that 
uccordingly the next Congress after the present shall be held inthe 
at Annapolis in Maryland. 

Art. V. 


That the Power and Duty of the Congress shall extend to the 
Determining on War and Peace, to sending and receiving ambassa- 
dors, and entring into Allianees, [the Reconciliation with Great 
Britain:] the Settling all Disputes and Differences between Colony and 
Colony about Limits or any other cause if such should arise; and the 
Planting of new Colonies when proper. 

The Congress shall also make aad-prepese such general Regulations 
Ordinances as tho’ necessary to the General Welfare, particular Assem- 
blies frem+theiteeat-GCHeum? cannot be competent to; viz. s#eh-as 
meay-relnteto those that may relate to our general Commerce; or gen- 
eral Currency; to the Establishment of Posts; and the Regulation of 
our common Forces. The Congress shall also have the Appointment 
of all General Officers, civil and qilitary, appertaining to the general 
Confederacy, such as General Treasurer, Secretary, &e. 


Art, VI.

No Colony shall engage in an otfensive War with any Nution of 
Indians without the Consent of the Congress, or great Council nbove 
mentioned, who are first to consider the Justice und Necessity of 
such War. 
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A perpetual Allinnee offensive and defensive, is to be enter’d into 
as soon as may be with the Six Nations; their Limits to be ascertain’d 
and secur’d to them; their Land not to be encroach’d on, nor any pri- 
vate or Colony Purchases made of them hereafter to be held good: 
nor any Contract for Lands to be made but between the Great Coun- 
cil of the Indians at Onondaga and the General Congress. The Bounda-

Mr. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN OF TIE ASSEMBLY OF «JAMAICA, 

We would think ourselves deficient in our duty, if we suffered this 
Congress to pass over, without expressing our esteem for the assembly 
of Jamaica. 

Whoever attends to the conduct of those who have been entrusted 
with the administration of the British affairs, during these last twelve 
years, will discover in it, a deliberate plan to destroy, in every part of 
the empire, the free constitution, for which Britain has been so long 
and so justly famed. With a dexterity, artful and wicked, they have 
varied the modes of attack, according to the different characters and 
circumstances of those whom they meant to reduce. In the East 
Indies, where the effeminacy of the inhabitants promised an easy con- 
quest, they thought it unnecessary to veil their tyrannie principles 
under the thinnest disguise. Without deigning even to pretend a jus- 
tification of their conduct, they sacrificed the lives of millions to the 
gratification of their insatiable avarice and lust of power. In Britain, 
where the maxims of freedom were still known, but where luxury and 
dissipation had diminished the wonted reverence for them, the attack 
has been carried on in a more secret and indirect manner: Corruption 
has been employed to undermine them. The Americans are not euer- 


| This address was not entered upon the Journals. 
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vated by effeminacy, like the inhabitants of India; nor debauched by 
luxury, like those of Great Britain: It was, therefore, judged improper 
to assail them by bribery, or by undisguised force. Plansible systems 
were formed; specious pretences were made: All the arts of sophistry 
were tried to shew that the British ministry had by law a right to 
enslave us. The first and best maxims of the constitution, venerable 
to Britons and to Americans, were perverted and profaned. The power 
of parliament, derived from the people, to bind the people, was extended 
over those from whom it was never derived. It is asserted thata stand- 
ing army may be constitutionally kept among us, without our consent. 
Those principles, dishonorable to those who adopted them, and destruc- 
tive to those to whom they were applied, were nevertheless carried 
into exeention by the foes of liberty and of mankind. Acts of parlia- 
ment, ruinous to America, and unserviceable to Britain, were made to 
bind us; armies, maintained by the parliament, were sent over to secure 
their operation. The power, however, and the cunning of our adver- 
saries, were alike unsuccessful. We refused to their parliaments an 
obedience, which onr judgments disapproved of: We refused to their 
armies a submission, which spirits unacenstomed to slavery, could not 
brook. 

But while we spurned a disgraceful subjection, we were far from 
running into rash or seditious measures of opposition. Filled with 
sentiments of loyalty to our sovereign, and of affection and respect for 
our fellow subjects in Britain, we petitioned, we supplicated, we expos- 
tulated: Our prayers were rejected; our remonstrances were disre- 
garded:—our grievances were accumulated. All this did not provoke 
us to violence. 

An appeal to the justice and humanity of those who had injured us, 
and who were bound to redress our injuries, was ineffectual: we next 
resolved to make an appeal to their interests, though by doing so, we 
knew we must sacrifice our own, and (which eave us equal uneasiness) 
that of our friends, who had never offended us, and who were con- 
nected with us by a sympathy of feelings, under oppressions similar 
to our own. We resolved to give up our commerce that we might 
preserve our liberty. We flattered ourselves, that when, by with- 
drawing our commercial intercourse with Britain, which we had an 
undoubted right either to withdraw or continue, her trade should: be 
diminished, her revenues impaired, and her manufactures unemployed, 
our ministerial foes would be induced by interest, or conrpelled by 
necessity, to depart from the plan of tyranny which they had so long 
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pursued, and to substitute tn its place, a system more compatible with 
the freedom of America, and justice of Britain. ‘That this scheme of 
non-importation and non-exportation nught be productive of the 
desired effects, we were obliged to include the islands in it. From 
this necessity, and from this necessity alone, has our conduct towards 
them proceeded. By converting your sugar plantations into fields of 
grain. you can supply yourselves with the necessaries of life: While 
the present unhappy struggle shall continue, we cannot do more. 

But why should we make any apology to the patriotic assembly of 
Jamaica, who knows so well the value of liberty; who are so sensible 
of the extreme danger to which ours is exposed; and who foresee 
how certainly the destruction of ours must be followed by the destruc- 
tion of their own? 

We receive uncommon pleasure from observing the principles of 
our righteous opposition distinguished by your approbation: We feel 
the warmest gratitude for your pathetic mediation in our behalf with 
the crown.’ Jt was indeed unavailing—but are you to blame? Mourn- 
ful experience tells us thut petitions are often rejected, while the senti- 
ments and conduct of the petitioners entitle what they offer to a hap- 
pier fate. 

That our petitions have been treated with disdain, is now become 
the smallest part of our complaint: Ministerial insolence is lost in 
ministerial barbarity. It has, by an exertion peculiarly ingenious, 
procured those very measures, which it laid us under the hard neces- 
sity of pursuing, to be stigmatized in parliament as rebellious: It has 
employed additional fleets and armies for the infamous purpose of 
compelling us to abandon them: It has plunged us in all the horrors 
and calamities of civil war: It has caused the treasure and blood of 
Britons (formerly shed and expended for far other ends) to be spilt 
and wasted in the execrable design of spreading slavery over British 
America: It will not, however, accomplish its aim: In the worst of 
contingencies, a choice will still be left, which it never can prevent us 
from making. 

The peculiar situation of your island forbids your assistance. But 
we have your good wishes. From the good wishes of the friends of 
liberty and mankind, we shall always derive consolation.

WEDNESDAY, JULY 26, 1775 


Met according to adjournment. 

Agreeable to the order of yesterday, the Congress re- 
sumed the consideration of the report of the Committee 
on the post offiee; which being debated by paragraphs, 
was agreed to as follows: 

That a postmaster General be appointed for the United 
Colonies, who shall hold his office at Philad*, and shall be 
allowed a salary of 1000 dollars per an: for himself, and 
340 dollars per an: for a seeretary and Comptroller, with 
power to appoint such, and so many deputies as to him 
may seem proper and necessary. 

That a line of posts be appointed under the direetion of 
the Postmaster general, from Falmouth in New Eneland 
to Savannah in Georgia, with as many cross posts as he 
shall think fit. 

That the allowance to the deputies in heu of salary and 
all contingent expences, shall be 20 per cent. on the sums 
they collect and pay into the General post office annually, 
when the whole is under or not exceeding 1000 Dollars, 
and ten per cent. for all sums above 1000 dollars a year. 

That the rates of postage shall be 20 p" cent less than 
those appointed by act of Parhament.’ 


! Suspended September 30. 
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That the several deputies avcount quarterly with the 
general post office, and the postmaster general annually 
with the continental treasurers, when he shall pay into 
the rec’ of the s? Treasurers, the profits of the Post Office; 
and if the necessary expence of this establishment should 
exceed the produce of it, the deficiency shall be made good 
by the United Colonies, and paid to the postmaster gen-

On motion made, Resolved, That it be recommended to 
the postmaster general to establish a weekly post to South 
Carolina.

Met according to adjournment. 

The Congress took into consideration the report of the 
committee on establishing an hospital, and the same be- 
ing debated, was agreed to as follows: 

That for the establishment of an hospital for an anny, 
consisting of 20,000 imen, the following officers and other 
attendants be appointed, with the following allowance or 
pay, viz. 

One Director general and chief physician, his pay per 
day, 4 dollars.’ 

Four surgeons, per diem each, one and one third of a 
dollar.

That the number do not exceed twenty; and 

That the number be not kept in constant pay, unless 
the sick and wounded should be so numerous as to require 
the attendance of twenty, and to be diminished as cir- 
cumstances will admit; for w purpose, the pay is fixed 
by the day, that they may only receive pay for actual 
service. 

That one Clerk, two storekeepers, and one nurse to 
every 10 sick, be appointed by the Director. 

On motion made, Resolved, That the payinaster give 
bond, with two sureties, in the sum of fifty thousand dol- 
lars, for the faithful performance of his office. 

That the bond be made payable to the same persons, as 
the bonds of the continental] treasurers are payable to.

Resolved, That the pay master in the New York de- 
partment give bond to the same persons as above directed, 
with two sureties, im the sum of twenty five thousand 
dollars, for the faithful performance of his Office.

The Congress then took into consideration the address 
to the people of Ireland, which being read and debated, 
was agreed to as follows:

To the people of Ireland. From the Delegates appointed by the United 
Colonies of New Hampshire, Massachusetts Bay, Rhode Island, and 
Providence Plantations, Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, the Lower Counties on Delaware, Marylend, Virginia, 
North Carolina, and South Carolina, in General Congress at Phila- 
delphia, the 10th of May, 1775. 


FRIENDS AND FELLOW-SUBJECTS ! 
As the important contest, into which we have been driven, is now 
become interesting to every European state. and particularly affects 


1! The address was not entered upon the Journals. 
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the members of the British Empire, we think it our duty to uddress 
you on the subject. We are desirous, as is natural to injured inno- 
cence, of possessing the good opinion of the virtuous and humane. 
We are peeultarly desirous of furnishing you with a true state of 
our motives and objects; the better to enable vou to judge of our con- 
duct with accuracy, and determine the merits of the controversy with 
impartiality and precision. 

However incredible it may appear, that, at this enlightned period. 
the leaders of a nation, which in every age has sacrificed hecatombs 
of her bravest patriots on the altar of liberty, should presnine gravely 
to assert, and, by force of arms, attempt to establish an arbitrary sway 
over the lives, liberties, und property of their fellow subjects in 
America, it is, nevertheless, a most deplorable and indisputable truth. 

These colonies have, from the time of their lrst settlement, for near 
two centuries, peaceably enjoyed those very rights, of which the Min- 
istry have, for éen years past, endeavoured, by fraud and by violence, 
to deprive them. At the conelusion of the last war, the genius of 
England and the spirit of wisdom, as if offended at the ungrateful 
treatment of their sons, withdrew from the British councils, and left 
that nation a prey to a race of ministers, with whom ancient English 
honesty and benevolence disdained to dwell. From that period, jeal- 
ousy, discontent, oppression and discord bave raged among all his 
Majesty's subjects; and filled every part of his dominions with dis- 
tress and complaint. 

Not content with our purchasing of Britain, at her own price, cloath- 
ing und a thonsand other artieles used by neur three million of people 
on this vast Continent; not satisfied with the amazing profits arising 
from the monopoly of our trade, without giving us either time to 
breathe after a long, though glorious war, or the least credit for the 
blood and treasure we have expended in it; Notwithstanding the zeal 
we had manifested for the service of our Sovereign, and the warmest 
uttachment to the constitution of Britain and the people of England, 
a black and horrid design was formed, toconvertus from freemen into 
slaves, from subjects into vassals, and from friends into enemies. 

Taxes, for the first time since we landed on the American shores, 
were, Without our consent, imposed upon us; un unconstitutional edict 
to compel us to furnish necessnries for a standing army, that we wished 
to see disbanded, wns issued; and the legislature of New York sus- 
pended for refusing to comply with it. Our antient and inestimable 
right of trial by jury was, in many instances, abolished; und the eow- 
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mon law of the lund made to give place to Admiralty jurisdictions. 
Judges were rendered, by the tenure of their commissions, entirely 
dependent on the will of a Minister. New crimes were urbitrarily 
created: and new courts, unknown to the constitution, instituted. 
Wicked and insidious Governors have been set over us; and dutiful 
petitions, for the removal of even the notoriously infamous Governor 
Hutchinson, were branded with the opprobrious appellation of svandal- 
ous and defamatory. Hardy attempts have been made, under colour 
of purhamentary authority, to seize Americans, and eurry them to 
Great Britain to he tried for offences committed in the Colonies. An- 
cient charters have uo longer remained sacred; that of the Massachu- 
setts Bay was violated; and their form of government essentially 
mutilated and transformed. On pretence of punishing a violation of 
some private property, committed by a few disguised individuals, 
the populous and flourishing town of Boston was surrounded by fleets 
and armies; its trade destroyed; its port bloeked up; and thirty thou- 
sand eitizens subjected toall the miseries attending so sudden a conyul- 
sion in their commercial metropolis; and, to remove every obstacle to 
the rigorous execution of this system of oppression, an act of parlia- 
ment was passed evidently ealeulated to indemnify those, who might, 
in the prosecution of it, even embrue their hands in the blood of the 
inhabitants. 

Tho’ pressed by suchan aecumulation of undeserved injuries, America 
still remembered her duty to her sovereign. A Congress, consisting 
of Deputies from Twelve United Colonies, assembled. They, in the 
most respectful terms, laid their grievances at the foot of the throne; 
and implored his Majesty’s interposition in their behalf. They also 
agreed to suspend all trade with Great Britain, Ireland, and the West 
Indies; hopeing, by this peaceable mode of opposition, to obtain that 
justice from the British Ministry which had been so long solicited in 
vain. And here permit us to assure you, that it was with the utmost 
reluctance we could prevail upon ourselves, to cease onr commercial 
connexion with your island. Four parliament had done us no wrong. 
You had ever been friendly to the rights of mankind; and we aeknowl- 
edge, with pleasure and gratitude, that your nation has produced 
patriots, who have nobly distinguished themselves in the cause of 
humanity and America. On the other hand, we were not ignorant 
that the labor and manufactures of Ireland, like those of the silk-worm, 
were of little moment to herself; but served only to give luxury to 
those who neither toil nor spin. We perceived that if we continued 
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our commerce with you, our agreement not to import from Britain 
would be fruitless, und were, therefore, compelled to adopt n measure, 
to which nothing hut absolute necessity would have reconciled us. It 
gave us, bowever, some consolation to refleet, that should it occasion 
much distress, the fertile regions of America would afford you a safe 
ussylum from poverty, and, in time, from oppression also; an assylum, 
in which many thousands of your countrymen have found hospitality, 
peace, and affluence, and become united to us by all the ties of consun- 
guinity, mutual interest, and affection. Nor did the Congress stop 
here: Flattered by a pleasing expectation, that the justice and humanity 
which had so long characterized the English nation, would, on proper 
application, afford us relief, they represented their grievances in nn 
affectionate address to their brethren in Britain, and intreated their 
aid and interposition in behalf of these colonies. 

The more fully toevinee their respeet for their sovereign, the unhappy 
people of Boston were requested by the Congress to submit with 
patience to their fate; and all America united ina resolution to abstain 
from every species of violence. During this period, that devoted 
town suffered unspeaknbly. Its inhabitants were insulted and their 
property violated. Still relying on the clemency and justice of his 
Majesty and the nation, they permitted a few regiments to take pos- 
session of their town, to surround it with fortifications; and to cut off 
all intercourse between them and their friends in the country. 

With anxious expectation did all America wait the event of their 
petition. All America laments its fate. Their Prince was deaf to 
their complaints: And vain were ull attempts to impress him with a 
sense of the sufferings of his American subjects, of the eruelty of their 
Task Masters, and of the many Plagues which impended over his 
dominions. Instead of directions for a candid enquiry into our griev- 
unces, insult was udded to oppression; and our long forbearance 
rewarded with the imputation of cowardice. Our trade with foreign 
states was prohibited; and an act of Parliament passed to prevent our 
even fishing on onr own coasts. Our peaceable Assemblies, for the 
purpose of consulting the common safety, were dechired seditious: 
und our asserting the very rights which placed the Crown of Great 
Britain on the heads of the three successive Princes of the louse of 
Hanover, stiled rebellion. Orders were given to reinforce the troops 
in America. The wild nnd barbarous savages of the wilderness have 
been solicited, by gifts,to take up the hatchet against us; und instigated 
to deludge our settlements with the blood of innocent nnd defenceless 
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wonien and children. The whole country was, moreover, alarmed 
with the expected horrors of domestic insurrections. Refinements in 
parental cruelty, at which the genius of Britain must blush! Refine- 
ments which admit not of being even recited without horror, or prae- 
tixed without infamy! We should be happy, were these dark machina- 
tions the mere suggestions of suspicion. We are sorry to declare, 
that we nre possessed of the most authentic nnd indubitable evidence 
of their reality. 

The Ministry, bent on pulling down the pillars of the constitution, 
endeavoured to erect the standard of despotism in Amertea; and if 
successful, Britain and Irehmd may shudder at the consequences! 

Three of their most experienced Generals ure sent to wage war with 
their fellow-subjeets: and America is amazed to find the name of Howe 
in the catalogue of her enemies: She loved his brother. 

Despuiring of driving the Colonists to resistance by any other means 
than actual hostility, n detachment of the army at Boston marched 
into the country in all the array of war; and, unprovoked, fired upon, 
and killed several of the inhabitants. ‘The neighbouring farmers sud- 
denly assembled, and repelled the attack. From this, all communica- 
tion between the town and country was intercepted. The citizens 
petitioned the General for permission to leave the town, and he prom- 
ised, on surrendering their arms, to permit them to depart with their 
other effects. They aceordingly surrendered their arms, and the Gen- 
eral violuted his faith. Under various pretences, passports were 
delayed and denied; and many thousands of the inhabitants are, at this 
day, contined in the town, in the utmost wretchedness and want. The 
lame, the blind, and the sick, have indeed, been turned out into the 
neighbouring tields; and some, eluding the vigilance of the centries, 
have escaped from the town, by swimming to the adjacent shores. 

The war having thus began on the part of General Gage’s troops, 
the country armed and embodied. The re-inforcements from Ireland 
soon after arrived; a vigorous attack was then made upon the provin- 
cials. fn their mareh, the troops surrounded the town of Charlestown, 
consisting of about four hundred houses, then recently abandoned to 
escape the fury of a relentless soldiery. Having plundered the houses, 
they set fire to the town, and reduced it to ashes. To this wanton 
waste of property, unknown to civilized nations, they were prompted 
the better to conceal their npproaeh under cover of the smoak. <A 
shocking mixture of cowardice and cruelty, which then first tarnished 
the lustre of the British arms, when aimed at a brother’s breast! But,

blessed be God, they were restrained from committing further ravages, 
by the loss of a very considerable part of their army, including many 
of their most experienced officers. The loss of the inhabitants was 
inconsiderable. 

Compelled, therefore, to behold thousands of our Countrymen 
imprisoned, and men, women und children involyed in promiscnous 
and unmerited misery! When we find all faith at an end, and sacred 
treaties turned into trieks of state; When we perceive our friends and 
kinsmen massacred, our habitations plundred, our honses in Hames, 
and their once happy inhabitants fed only by the hand of eharity; 
Who can blame us for endeavouring to restrain the progress of desola- 
tion? Who can censure our repeling the attacks of such a barbarons 
band? Who, in such circumstances, would not obey the great, the 
universal, the divine law of self-preservation 4 

Though vilitied as wanting spirit, we are determined to behave like 
men., Though insulted andabused, we wish for reeoneihation. Though 
defamed as seditious, we are ready to obey the laws. And though 
charged with rebellion, will cheerfully bleed in defence of our Sov- 
ereign in a righteous cuuse. What more can we say? What more 
can we offer? 

But we forbear to trouble you with a tedious detail of the various 
und fruitless offers and applications we have repeatedly made, not for 
pensions, for wealth, or for honors, but for the humble boon of being 
permitted to possess the fruits of honest industry, and to enjoy that 
degree of Liberty, to which God und the Constitution have given us 
an undoubted right. 

Blessed with an indissoluble union, with a variety of internal 
resources, and with a firm relinnee on the justice of the Supreme Dis- 
poser of all human events, we have no donbt of rising superior to all 
the machinations of evil and abundoned Ministers. We already antici- 
pate the golden period, when liberty, with all the gentle arts of peace 
and humanity, shall establish her mild dominion in this western world, 
and erect eternal monuments to the memory of those virtuous patri- 
ots und martyrs, who shall have fought and bled and suifered in her 
cause, 

Accept our most grateful acknowledgments for the friendly dispo- 
sition you have ulways shewn towards us. We know that yov are not 
without your grievances. We sympathize with you in your distress, 
and are pleased to tind that the design of subjngating us, has persuaded 
udministratiou to dispense to Ireland, some vagrant rays of ministerial 
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sunshine. Even the tender mercies of government have long been 
cruel towards you. In the rich pastures of Ireland, many hungry 
parricides have fed, and grown strong to labour in its destruction. 
We hope the patient abiding of the meek may not always be forgot- 
ten; and God grant that the iniquitous schemes of extirpating liberty 
from the British empire may be soon defeated. But we should be 
wanting to ourselves—we should he perfidious to posterity—we should 
be unworthy that ancestry from which we derive our descent, should 
we submit, with folded arms, to military butchery and depredation, 
to gratify the lordly ambition, or sate the avarice of a British Min- 
istry. In defence of our persons and properties, under actual viola- 
tion, we have taken up arms; When that violence shall be removed, 
and hostilities cease on the part of the aggressors, they shall cease on 
our part also. For the atchievement of this happy event, we confide 
in the good offices of our fellow-subjects beyond the Atlantic. Of 
their friendly disposition, we do not yet despond; aware, as they must 
be, that they have nothing more to expect from the same comuion 
enemy, than the humble favour of being last devoured.

Whereas the safety and freedom of every community 
depends greatly upon having the means of defenee in its 
own power, and that the United Colonies may not, during 
the eontinuanee of their present important contest for 
Liberty, nor in any future time, be under the expensive, 
uncertain and dangerous necessity of relying on foreign 
importations for Gun Powder: And it being very certain 
from observation and experiment, that Salt Petre is to 
be obtained in great abundance from most parts of this 
Northern Continent; that the surfaee of the earth, in long 
used tobaceo warehouses and their yards, or of eommon 
tobacco houses, is particularly and strongly impregnated 
with Nitre. 

Resolved, That it be recommended to the Provincial 
Conventions of the tobacco Colonies, that as quickly as

may be, they appoint one or more manufactories on each 
river, contiguous to the great inspections, and under the 
direction of persons qualified by their skill and diligence 
to bring this important business to a speedy and success- 
ful issue. 

To the Assemblies and Conventions of the other Col- 
onies, it is recommended immediately to put in practice 
such other mode of making Salt Petre, as may be found 
best adapted to their respeetive circumstances. 

That all persons may be encouraged to apply themselves 
to the manufacture of Salt Petre, it is recommended te 
the several Assemblies and Conventions, to buy up, on 
aceount of the United Colonies, all the good and mer- 
ehantable Salt Petre at half a dollar for each pound, that 
is, or shall be made in their respective Colonies before 
the first day of October, 1776. 

It is recommended that the collecting Sulphur be 
encouraged :— And it is recommended to the several Pro- 
vincial Conventions, to grant such premiums, for the 
refining of Sulphur in their respective Provinces, as may 
be judged proper. 

And it is further recommended to the several Assem- 
blies and Conventions, that they cause mills to be erected, 
aud skilful persons to be procured and employed for 
making Gun Powder. 

As Salt Petre is an article so necessary for defence, and 
in other respects, so extensively useful, it is an object 
that not only requires the public patronage, but demands 
the attention of individnals:—The following systems or 
methods of making Salt-Petre, suited to different cireum - 
stances and different materials, is reconunended to the 
attention of the good people of these United Colonies.’

That each Colony pay its respective quota in four equal 
annual payments, the first payment to be made on or 
before the last day of November, which will be in the 
yearof our Lord, one thousand seven hundred and seventy 
nine; the second, on or before the last day of Novem- 
ber, 1780; the third, on or before the last day of Novem- 
ber, 1781; and the fourth or last, on or before the last 
day of November, 1782. And that for this end, the sev- 
eral provincial assemblies, or conventions, provide for 
laying and levying taxes in their respective provinces or 
colonies, towards siukiug the continental bills: That the 
said bills be received by the collectors in payment of sneh 
taxes, and be by the s* collectors p* into the hands of the 
provincial treasurers, with all such other monies as they 
may receive in lieu of the continental bills, which other 
monies the s* provincial treasurers shall endeavour to get 
exchanged for continental bills, and where that cannot 
be done, shall send to the continental treasurers the 
deficiency in silver or gold, with the bills making up the 
quota to be sunk in that year, taking care to cut, by a cir- 
cular punch, of an Inch diameter, an hole in each bill, 
and to cross the same, thereby to render them unpassable, 
though the sum or value is to remain fairly legible: And 
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the continental treasurers, as fast as they receive the said 
quotas, shall, with the assistance of a committee of five 
persons, to be appointed by the Congress, if sitting, or by 
the assembly or convention of the province of Pensyl- 
vania, examine and count the continental bills, and in the 
presence of the said committee, burn and destroy them. 
And the silver and gold sent them to make up the defi- 
eiencies of quotas, they shall retain in their hands until 
demanded in redemption of continental bills, that may be 
brought to them for that purpose, which bills so redeemed. 
they shall also burn and destroy in presence of the said 
committee. And the treasurers, whenever they have 
silver or gold in their hands for the redemption of conti- 
nental bills, shall advertise the same, signifying that they 
are ready to give silver or gold for such bills, to all per- 
sons requiring it in exchange. 

The provincial treasurers and collectors are to have 
such allowanees for their respective services, as shall be 
directed by the several assembhes or conventions, to be 
paid by their respective province or colony, 

That the continental treasurers be allowed for their 
service this year, five hundred dollars each.

Resolved, That under the prohibition, in the said asso- 
clation contained, to export to, or import from, the Islands 
of Great Britain and Iveland, this Congress intends to 
comprize all exportation to, and importation from, the 
islands of Jersey, Guernsey, Sark, Alderney, and Mann, 
and every European island and settlement within the 
British dominions; and that under the denomination of 
West Indies, this Congress means to comprehend all the 
West India islands, British and foreign, to whatever 
state, power, or prinee belonging, or by whomsoever gov- 
ered, and also the Summer islands, Bahama Islands, 
Berbicia and Surinam on the Main, and every island and 
settlement within the latitude of the southern line of 
Georgia and the Equator.’
